Nebraska  State  Teachers  College 
at  Kearney 
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LOCATION 

The  Nebraska  State  Normal  School  at  Kearney  was  established 
in  1905  in  obedience  to  a  demand  from  the  people  for  better  training 
for  the  teachers  of  their  children.  Representatives  of  these  people 
exercised  splendid  judgment  in  locating  the  institution  at  Kearney,  an 
enterprising  town  of  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  located  near  the  center 
of  the  state.  The  main  line  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  affords  easy 
communication  with  either  eastern  or  western  Nebraska.  Two  branch 
lines  of  this  great  system,  radiating  from  Kearney,  join  with  the  Bur- 
lington Railway  in  rendering  the  school  accessible  from  north  and 
south  of  the  Platte  River. 

This  splendid  geographical  location  combined  with  the  effective 
work  of  a  splendid  faculty  has  made  possible  a  remarkable  growth 
of  the  school.  Its  best  advertisement  is  the  more  than  a  thousand 
alumni.  Many  of  these  are  occupying  most  important  positions  in  the 
teaching  profession.  Persons  interested  respectfully  are  urged  to  base 
judgment  of  the  worth  of  the  institution  upon  the  work  these  students 
as  a  body  are   doing. 

In  April,  1921,  an  act  of  the  State  Legislature  made  the  institution 
a   Teachers   College,   presenting  four  full  years   of  college  work. 

ROOM    AND    BOARD 

A  dormitory  for  women  is  maintained  in  connection  with  the 
school.  It  has  electric  lights  and  steam  heat.  The  rooms  rent  for 
from  fifty  cents  to  one  dollar  per  week.  Roomers  should  bring  their 
own  bed  linen.  There  is  a  strong  demand  for  these  rooms.  Persons 
desiring  room  in  the  dormitory  should  apply  early  and  make  an 
advance  payment  of  two  dollars  on  rents  to  be  sure  of  reservation. 
In  case  there  are  no  vacant  rooms,  the  institution  will  return  such 
deposit.  If,  however,  persons  making  such  reservation,  for  any  reason 
do  not  use  the  rooms,  they  must  claim  the  refund  at  least  one  week 
previous  to  the  opening  of  term.  Otherwise  it  will  be  retained  as 
room    rental. 

Rooms  in  private  homes  may  be  secured  at  rates  from  one  dollar 
per   week   up,    according   to   location    and    equipment. 

Table  board  at  the  Dormitory  Dining  Hall  may  be  had  at  18  1-3 
cents  per  meal,  paid  in  advance. 

This  price  will  vary  with  major  fluctuation  in  price  of  food  stuffs. 
Board   in   private  homes  comes   from   five  dollars   per  week   up. 

The  Dean  of  Women  constantly  keeps  on  file  lists  of  approved 
rooming  and  boarding  places.  Students  entering  the  school  should 
consult    her   regarding   such    places. 

SPECIAL    ORGANIZATIONS 

Believing   that   information   is   but  an   incidental   part   of   education 

and  would  be  helpless  to  better  the  individual  without  the  fostering  of 

strong  moral   fiber,  the  State  Teachers  College  encourages  three  strong 

Christian    organizations.       These    are    the    Young    Women's    Christian 
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"li,  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and  the  Catholic 
Club.  Each  of  these  sterling  organizations  has  a  room  or  rooms  as- 
signed tor  its  exclusive  use.  fitted  up  according  to  the  taste  of  the 
members  of  the  Association  using  them.  The  Catholic  Club  Room  is 
equipped  with  the  most  beautiful  and  useful  furnishings  of  any  similar 
organization  in  the  west.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  room  is  tastefully  equipped 
and  furnishes  most  delightful  accommodation  to  the  young  women  of 
the  school  who  may  be  in  search  of  rest  or  recreation.  The  organiza- 
tion has  given  splendid  lessons  in  the  practical  lines  of  philan- 
thropic and  social  work.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  been  one  of  the  most 
dependable  and  useful  organizations  for  young  men  in  the  Middle 
West.  Handsome  and  commodious  quarters  are  furnished  in  the 
Gymnasium  Building  for  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  Not 
only  has  it  done  much  in  the  way  of  philanthropy,  but  has  attempted 
to  keep  in  touch  with  needs  of  students  regarding  employment  or 
social  activities.  The  strongest  and  most  dependable  students  of  the 
institution  are   found   in   the   membership   of  these   three   organizations. 

LOAN    FUNDS 

The  Classes  of  1913,  1914,  1919,  1921  have  placed  for  the  convenience 
of  deserving  students,  a  fund  of  money  which  will  be  loaned  under 
certain  regulations,  thus  enabling  a  few  persons  to  continue  their 
education  which  might  not  be  possible  under  other  circumstances. 
A  like  fund  is  maintained  by  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associa- 
tion of  the  Teachers  College.  Students,  who  are  interested  in  the  above 
should  take  the  matter  up  directly  with  the  officials  of  the  organiza- 
tions mentioned. 

LIBRARY 

Students  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Kearney  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  by  far  the  most  efficient  library  in   the   Middle  West. 

Twenty- three  thousand,  five  hundred  and  ten  volumeg_are  upon 
shelves  and  unlike  most  school  libraries,  every~vblume  is  a  useful  one. 
"No~~dust  bins  in  the  shape  of  books  have  ever  been  allowed  space 
here.  Students  are  able  to  find  material  upon  any  subject  desired: 
they  are  taught  how  to  use  the  catalogue;  they  have  access  to  all  the 
stacks  and  are  welcome  to  appeal  to  the  librarians  for  assistance  in 
finding  volumes  upon  any  subject.  And  all  of  these  opportunities  and 
advantages  are  entirely  free  from  fees  of  any  kind. 

PLACING    BUREAU 

The  steadily  increasing  demand  for  teachers  trained  in  this  school 
led  to  the  establishment  of  a  Placing  Bureau.  This  Bureau  also  aims 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  record  of  former  students  of  the  institution 
who  are  teaching  and  to  bring  these  people  into  contact  with  those 
desiring   their   services. 

For  matriculants  of  this  institution  there  are  absolutely  no  fees 
attached  to  the  matter  of  securing  suitable  employment  under  this 
Bureau.  It  has  filled  many  splendid  positions  within  the  past  month 
and  each  mail  brings  requests  for  competent  teachers.  The  Bureau 
has  won  the  confidence  of  school  boards  and  applicants  for  positions. 
While  positions  are  not  guaranteed  to  students,  the  importance  of  af- 
filiating with  this  strong  Bureau  cannot  be  overestimated.  The  Bureau 
imendations  command  attention  and  respect. 
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NOTES    ON    REGISTRATION 

Every  student  is  required  to  pay  a  matriculation  fee  of  five  dol- 
lars upon  entering  the  Teachers  College.  This  entitles  the  student  to 
the  privileges  of  the  institution  for  life  and  is   never  to  be   paid  again. 

Students  expecting  to  enter  the  college  course  will  please  bring 
their  secondary  entrance  credits  with  them  for  registration.  Do  not 
overlook  this,  as  it  is  quite  important  from  the  standpoint  of  registra- 
tion as  well  as  proper  advice  of  the  student.  Each  student  sho*uld 
take  care  that  his  completed  course  ^embraces  ten  college  hours  in  some 
one   department   other  than   that   of   Education. 

All  students,  upon  entering  the  school,  select  or  are  assigned  to 
an  Adviser  who  is  a  member  of  the  faculty  and  assists  the  student 
in  matters  of  registration,  change  of  schedule,  attempts  to  secure 
positions,  and  the  like.  Advisers  also  keep  closely  in  touch  with  the 
progress  of  the  student  and  attempt  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the 
student  with  parents  and  school.  The  tremendous  benefit  of  this 
system  constitutes  one  of  the  strongest  claims  on  the  attention  of 
prospective    patronage. 

Those  who  expect  to  attend  the  institution  should  observe  care- 
fully days  of  registration  and  register  as  early  as  possible.  Late  re- 
gistrants must  pay  a  fee  of  one  dollar.  They  will  be  held  for  work 
missed  and  will  lose  advantages  of  earlier  recognition  as  members  of 
the  student  body.  Students  who  from  necessity  are  forced  to  enter 
late  must  notify  the  president  of  the  school,  not  later  than  the  close 
of  the  first  week  of  the  quarter,  of  their  intention  to  register,  or  lose 
opportunity   of   doing   credit   work. 

EXTRA    CURRICULAR    ACTIVITIES 

The  method  of  regulating  the  extra  curricular  activities  is  known 
as   the   "group"   system. 

Each  student  may  have  membership  in  not  more  than  five  or- 
ganizations. Membership  in  a  class  organization,  a  Christian  organiza- 
tion,   and    a    departmental    organization    is    recommended. 

A  major  in  extra  curricular  activities  shall  be  one  of  the  following: 
(a)  A  presidency  of  one  organization,  (b)  Two  other  offices,  (c) 
Membership  in  a  squad  preparing  for  or  engaging  in  an  intercollegiate 
contest,   (d)   Preparation  for  or  participating  in  a  public  entertainment. 

A  minor  in  extra  curricular  activities  shall  be  one  of  the  follow- 
ing: (a)  Membership  on  three  committees,  (b)  Chairman  of  two  com- 
mittees. 

Students  are  permitted  to  have  not  more  than  one  major  and  one 
minor. 

All  extra  curricular  activities  are  scheduled  with  the  Adviser  in 
a    manner   similar   to   academic    subjects. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING 
Regarding  good  health  as  a  fundamental  factor  in  the  success  of 
a  teacher,  this  institution,  maintains  an  excellent  gymnasium  with 
appurtenances  Cor  the  physical  development  and  training  of  its 
students.  A  commodious  swimming  poo]  is  located  on  the  lower  floor. 
Privileges  in  this  gymnasium  are  open  to  all  students,  secondary  and 
college.  Competent  instructors  will  be  in  charge  who  attempt  to  pre- 
sent corrective  exercises  as  well  as  regular  gymnasium  work,  with 
appropriate  sports. 
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tain  regulations  are  necessary  in  the  conduct  of  this  gym- 
nasium. Prominent  among:  these,  students  should  notice  this:  All 
persons  expecting  to  use  the  swimming  pool  should  purchase  bathing 
suits  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Training  in  this  school,  as  dyed  suits  will  not  be  allowed.

CORRESPONDENCE  INSTRUCTION 
Applicants  for  correspondence  instruction  must  be  matriculates  of 
the  college  (See  page  9),  and  must  enroll  on  blanks  furnished  by 
the  Extension  Department.  Correspondence  courses  are  of  two  kinds, 
Secondary  (high  school  rank)  and  college.  Credit  gained  in  college 
courses  advances  the  student  toward  certification  and  toward  gradua- 
tion from  tin-  college.  A  student  may  enroll  for  only  one  correspond- 
ence course  a1  a  time,  but  may  complete  this  as  rapidly  as  his  abili- 
ties permit.  All  credit  is  calculated  in  quarter  or  term  hours  (see 
page  6)  Secondary  courses  may  be  given  at  the  discretion  of  the

Foot  Notes  on  Books:  When  three  or  more  rented  books  aire  re- 
quired in  a  course,  two  books  are  mailed  to  the  student  at  the  begin- 
ning. As  soon  as  one  book  is  completed  and  returned  to  the  text  book 
Librarian,  another  book  will  be  sent.  The  text  book  Librarian  acting 
upon  the  advice  of  the  instructor  may  substitute  text  books  for  re- 
quired one  in  case  of  shortage.  The  cost  of  text  book  postage  as 
well  as  "postage  due''  on  correspondence  lessons  will  be  deducted  from 
the  text  book  refund. 

All  applications  for  correspondence  courses,  all  assignments,  and 
outlines  for  study  of  such  courses  must  be  directed  to  the  Extension 
Department,  Teachers  College,  Kearney,  Nebraska,  and  in  no  case  to 
any  individual  instructor.  All  valid  directions  from  instructors,  and 
all  corrected  lessons  will  bear  the  dated  stamp  of  the  Extension  De- 
partment. Enrollment  for  residence  instruction  either  in  this  college  or 
in  another  while  the  student  is  pursuing  a  college  course  by  cor- 
respondence with  this  college,  automatically  terminates  the  corres- 
pondence registration.  This,  however,  may  be  administered  in  such  a 
way  as  to  prevent  financial  loss  to  the  student. 

HOW  THE  COURSES  ARE  PRESENTED 

As  soon  as  the  enrollment  blank,  properly  filled  out  by  the  student 
is  received  at  the  extension  office,  and  the  proper  fees  are  paid 
(Matriculation  fee.  if  the  student  has  not  previously  been  enrolled  in 
the  Nebraska  State  Teachers  College  at  Kearney),  a  set  of  general 
instructions  along  with  specific  directions  is  maled  to  the  student. 
This  assignment  contains  sufficient  material  to  keep  the  student  busy 
for  at  least  two  or  three  weeks.  As  soon  as  possible  the  first  lesson 
should  be  mailed  to  the  Director  of  Extension,  Nebraska  State  Teachers 
College,  at  Kearney,  Nebraska.  While  awaiting  a  reply  from  the  first 
assignment,  the  student  should  begin  work  immediately  upon  the  next. 
When  questions  arise  they  should  be  addressed  to  the  Director  of 
Extension  who  is  responsible  for  securing  the  necessary  explanation 
from  the  proper  sources  and  for  making  a  prompt  reply. 

Correspondence  instruction  is  likely  to  require  more  work  for  an 
hour's  credit   than   similiar  course   in  residence. 

Ample  time  should  be  allowed,  therefore,  for  the  completion  of  the 
work.  The  best  results  come  from  an  early  start.  Four  to  six  term 
college  hours  in  nine  months  study  by  correspondence  is  a  fair  ex- 
pectation. 

some  schools,  a  college  year  of  9  months  (36  weeks)  is  divided 
(a)  into  two  semesters  of  18  weeks  each;  by  other  schools,  (b)  into 
throe  terms  of  12  weeks  each. 

The  work  done  in  a  college  on  the  18  weeks  plan  gives  semester 
hours  credit;   on  the  12  weeks  plan  gives  term  (or  quarter  hours  credit. 

A    student    attending    a    class    of    college    rank    for    1    hour    a    week 
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during  a  semester  (18  weeks)  receives  one  college  semester  hour;  four 
hours  a  week  would  yield  four  college  semester  hours.  This  is  the 
"hour"  used  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  at  Lin- 
coln when  college  hours  credit  are  required  for  certification. 

Likewise,  a  student  attending  a  class  of  college  rank  of  one  hour 
a  week  for  12  weeks  will  receive  one  college  quarter  or  term  hour. 

All  courses  offered  by  the  Nebraska  State  Teachers  College  at 
Kearney  are  now  presented  on  the  term  hour  basis. 

To  calculate  term  hours,  when  semester  hours  are  given,  divide 
the  number  of  semester  hours  by  two-thirds.  To  calculate  semester 
hours,  when  term  hours  are  given,  multiply  the  number  of  term 
hours  by  two- thirds.  Four  semester  hours  are  equal  to  six  term  hours. 
Six  term   hours   are   equal   to   four   semester   hours. 

COURSES  OF  SECONDARY  OR  HIGH  SCHOOL  RANK 

A  few  courses  in  Secondary  work  will  be  available.  The  Director 
of  Extension  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  applications  for 
these  courses.  In  some  cases  the  out  lines  are  ready  for  immediate 
use.  Inquiry  should  be  made  of  the  Director  of  Extension  for  full  in- 
formation. Each  course  is  weighed  at  five  credit  hours  for  each  point 
and  cost,  therefore,  $15.00.

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STUDY    CENTER    COURSES. 

Any  course  offered  in  residence  by  the  college  for  which  there  is 
sufficient  available  instructional  staff'  and  equipment  can  be  present- 
ed by  Study  Center.  Applications  for  this  instruction  must  be  made 
to  the  Director  of  Extension,  guaranteeing-  at  least  10  qualified 
students  and  a  suitable  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  class  with  no 
expense  to  the  college.  Bimonthly  meetings  of  two  to  three  hours  in 
length  will  then  be  scheduled.  Write  to  the  Extension  Department  for 
blank  application. 

The  objectives  and  credit  in  this  instruction  are  the  same  as 
in  corresponding  residence  courses.  The  time  spent  under  the  instruc- 
tor's guidance  is  approximately  the  same  as  that  given  resident 
students;  the  organization  and  presentation  of  material  is  arranged 
by  the  instructor  and  Director  of  Extension.  None  but  regular  faculty 
members  will  be  permitted  to  give  any  study  center  instruction  for 
this  college. 

COST:  Three  dollars  ($3.00)  for  each  credit  hour  is  charged, 
each  student.  (Make  checks  and  drafts  payable  to  the  Nebraska  State 
Teachers  College  at  Kearney).  The  first  hour's  instruction  must  be 
paid  for  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  class.  There  will  be  no  refunds. 
Books  may  be  rented  for  the  course  foe  $4.50,  (refund  of  $3.00  upon 
return  of  books  in  good  condition,  or  upon  demand.  Address  the  Text- 
book Library,  Teachers  College,  Kearney,  Nebraska). 

Although  matriculation  is  not  necessary  for  study  center  instruc- 
tion, grades  or  credits  cannot  be  recorded  or  transferred  until  this 
fee  is  paid.     (See  page  9). 

CREDIT :  At  the  conclusion  of  the  course  the  Director  of  Ex- 
tension certifies  to  the  registrar  of  the  college  the  credit  in  term  hours 
with  grade  earned.  This  credit  (if  college  rank)  will  apply  both  to- 
ward any  Nebraska  teacher's  certificate  and  toward  graduation  from 
this  college.  Notice  of  credit  earned  will  be  sent  to  the  student  by  the 
registrar. 

PUBLICITY   SERVICE 

Communities  desiring  help  in  school  advertising  campaigns,  bond 
elections,  and  similar  educational  ventures,  may  secure  definite  as- 
sistance and  counsel  through  the  Extension  Department.

LECTURE   SERVICE. 

For  special  addresses,  school  programs,  teachers  institutes  and 
conferences,  many  members  of  the  regular  college  instructional  staff 
are  ready  to  serve  anywhere  in  Nebraska.  The  cost  of  this  service 
depends  upon  the  time  consumed,  the  labor  involved,  and  distance  from 
Kearney.  In  every  case  the  full  traveling  expenses  must  be  met  by 
the  community  desiring  the  service.  To  this  must  be  added  the 
customary  charges.  For  full  information  write  to  the  Director  of  Ex- 
tension. 

Judges  Cor  contests,  forensic,  dramatic,  and  athletic  are  likewise 
available.  The  cost,  however,  will  be  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  actual 
traveling  expenses  involved. 
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CONSULTATIVE    SERVICE. 

School  officers  and  teachers  meeting  acute  and  difficult  super- 
visory and  administrative  problems  who  wish  to  learn  the  latest  and 
most  approved  methods  as  indicated  by  modern  experience,  may  secure 
counsel  and  advice  by  writing  to  the  Extension  Department.  All  ques- 
tions are  referred  at  once  to  the  appropriate  specialists  on  the  faculty 
of  the  Nebraska  State  Teachers  College.  A  prompt  and  courteous  re- 
ply is  assured.  Bulletins  embodying-  the  substance  of  the  replies  to 
the  most  frequently  presented  inquiries  are  published  from  time  to 
time  and  can  be  secured  for  a  nominal  sum.

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THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 
The  characteristic  part  of  a  teachers'  school  is  well  represented 
here.  It  covers  the  various  lines  of  work  in  a  regular  public  school: 
Kindergarten,  Primary,  Grades  up  to  and  including  the  tenth,  all  with 
the  latest  and  best  equipment  to  demonstrate  all  workings  of  a  modern 
public  school,  both  city  and  rural.  There  are  in  charge  of  these  depart- 
ments, an  experienced  director  and  well  trained  and  efficient  critics, 
and   the   teachers   in   training  receive  the  best  care  and  attention. 

RULES     FOR    THE    ISSUANCE    OF    CERTIFICATES,    CREDITS 
DIPLOMAS,    DEGREES. 

The  following  certificates,  diplomas  and  degrees  are  issued  by  the 
Nebraska   State  Normal  Schools: 

1.  The  Regular  Normal  School  Diploma.  This  is  recognized  by  the 
law   as  a  first  grade  certificate,  and  it  is  also  a  city  state  certificate. 

2.  Bachelor   of   Arts   Degree. 

3.  Professional   Life   State   Certificate. 

4.  The   General    Elementary    State   Certificate. 

5.  The    Elementary   Rural    State   Certificate. 

6.  The    Advanced    Rural    State    Certificate. 

7.  A  Special  Teachers'  Certificate'  is  granted  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  in  any  one  of  the  following  departments,  when 
the  student  has  majored  or  earned  sixteen  semester  hours  credit  in 
that  department:  Manual  Training,  Domestic  Science,  Public  School 
Music,  Public  School  Drawing,  Commerce,  Primary-Kindergarten,  and 
Agriculture. 

8.  A  transcript  of  credits  will  be  furnished  free  upon  withdrawal 
from  the  college.  Duplicate  documents  will  be  made  only  upon  payment 
of  a   fee   of   fifty   cents. 

ELEMENTARY    COURSES. 

To  complete  the  Elementary  course  the  candidate  must  have  the 
following    requirements:

The  remainder  of  the  required  minimum  number  of  hours,  or 
points  credit  shall  be  high  school  electives  approved  by  the  president 
of  the  school. 

2.  The  standard  time  for  completion  of  this  course  shall  be  seven- 
ty-two weeks  above  the  tenth  grade,  or  its  equivalent,  making  a  total 
of  144   weeks   above   the   eighth   grade. 

3.  A  student  who  has  finished  a  standard  three-year  high  school 
course  may  complete  the  Elementary  Course  in  one  year  of  thirty-six 
weeks  provided  he  has  the  required  minimum  credits  and  has  com- 
pleted all  the  required  professional  and  review  work  intended  especial- 
ly as   a  preparation   for   teaching  before   receiving   the   certificate. 

4.  No  student  shall  receive  an  Elementary  Certificate  who  has  not 
been  in  resident  attendance  at  least  twenty-four  weeks  in  the  school 
granting  the  certificate. 

5.  A  student  who  is  recognized  as  of  superior  ability  may  on 
recommendation  of  the  faculty  receive  an  Elementary  Certificate  on 
less  time  than  144  weeks  above  the  eighth  grade,  but  132  weeks  above 
the  eighth  grade  shall  be  the   minimum. 

6.  The  candidate  for  the  General  Elementary  State  Certificate 
must  also  have  grades  in  all  subjects  included  in  the  first  grade  coun- 
ty examination  for  county  certificates,  in  an  accredited  high  school 
or  in  the  regular  classes  of  Teachers  College.  It  is  provided,  however, 
that  grades  in  orthography,  penmanship,  composition  and  reading 
(when  not  taken  as  a  review)  may  be  based  upon  the  general  char- 
acter of  the  work  done  in  English  in  the  Teachers  College.  The  grade 
in  mental  arithmetic  may  be  based  upon  the  work  done  in  written 
arithmetic.  No  county  certificate  grade  of  less  than  80  per  cent  shall 
be  accepted  for  credit. 

JUNIOR    STATE   CERTIFICATE. 

The  general  elementary  state  certificate  may  be  granted  to  stu- 
dents who  are  compelled  to  drop  out  of  school  to  teach  before  com- 
pleting the  second  college  year.  This  certificate  will  be  granted  in  case 
the  candidate  has  completed  the  freshman  college  year  as  outlined  by 
the  state  normal  schools,  and  is  within  32  semester  hours  of  gradua- 
tion from  the  two  year  college  course.  The  standard  time  in  which 
this  certificate  may  be  earned  is  180  weeks  above  the  eighth  grade, 
and   the   minimum  time  is  168  weeks.

Two  hours  (semester)  in  each  of  two  subjects  selected  by  student 
and  approved  by  President  of  the  school  from  the  following:  Arith- 
metic, Geography,  Grammar,  U.  S.  History,  Physiology,  Hygiene, 
Reading. 

The  candidate  for  graduation  must  have  grades  in  all  subjects 
included  in  a  first  grade  county  certificate.  These  grades  must  be 
earned  in  an  accredited  school  or  on  county  examination  or  in  the 
regular  departments  of  the  school  granting  the  diploma.  It  is  pro- 
vided, however,  that  grades  in  orthography,  penmanship,  composition, 
and  reading  (when  not  taken  as  a  requirement  under  Section  2)  may 
be  based  upon  the  work  done  in  English  in  the  Teachers  College.  The 
grade  in  Mental  Arithmetic  may  be  based  upon  the  work  done  in 
written  arithmetic.  In  all  subjects  taken  in  the  state  uniform  ex- 
aminations or  given  by  the  heads  of  departments  to  test  the  work 
given  in  non-accredited  schools,  80  per  cent  shall  be  the  minimum 
grade  upon  which  accreditment  will  be  accepted. 

The  candidate  for  graduation  from  the  two  year  college  course 
must  have  not  less  than  60  semester  hours.  The  eight  hours  required 
in  Observation  and  Practice  in  the  Teacher  Training  School  and  here- 
tofore provided  for  is  recognized  as  of  collegiate  rank  and  is  included 
in    the    above    minimum. 

The  standard  amount  of  work  any  student  may  carry  is  sixteen 
college  hours  a  semester.  Permission  to  carry  a  greater  amount  of 
work  than  this  will  be  granted  only  to  strong  students.  The  maximum 
of  work  which  any  student  may  carry  will  not  exceed  900  minutes 
per  week  in  recitation.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  time  for  passing  from 
one  class  to  another.  Physical  training,  military  training,  and  other 
drills  are  not  included  in  reckoning  the  number  of  minutes  above 
mentioned. 

No  one  shall  receive  a  certificate  or  a  diploma  of  any  grade  from 
the  State  Teachers  College  who  has  been  in  resident  attendance  less 
than  twenty-four  weeks  in  the  institution  granting  such  certificate 
or  diploma. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  graduation  from  the  two 
year  course  who,  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  term,  had  less  than 
fifty  semester  hours   credit,   or  who   lacks  any  certificate   grade. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  graduation  from  the  four 
year  college  course  who  has  had  less  than  one  hundred  fifteen  semester 
hours    credit   at   the   close   of   the    preceding    term. 

The  unit  of  time  in  the  Nebraska  State  Normal  School  and  Teach- 
ers College  is  the  "quarter"  (12  weeks) ;  three  quarters,  equivalent 
to  two  "semesters,"  constitute  an  academic  year.  The  unit  of  credit 
is  the  "term  hour;"  one  and  one-half  term  hours  is  equivalent  to  one 
semester   hour.     .

COLLEGE    COURSES    FOR    SUPERINTENDENTS,    PRINCIPALS 
SUPERVISORS  AND  TEACHERS. 

The  following  are  suggestive  outlines  of  courses  for  those  who  are 
interested  in  going  into  the  field  as  superintendents,  supervisors  and 
principals  prepared  for  superior  service.  The  courses  as  here  outlined 
conform  to  the  requirements  for  the  B.  A.  Degree.  Professional  courses 
are  outlined  in  detail  because  these  are  quite  definite  and  the  sequence 
has  been  carefully  planned.  Suggestive  subjects  from  other  depart- 
ments are  included  in  these  outlines,  but  this  does  not  mean  that  they 
are   definitely  fixed.   Others  may  be  substituted. 

A  major  requirement  of  thirty  hours  and  a  minor  requirement  of 
fifteen  hours  is  made  for  graduation.  This  major  and  minor  may  con- 
sist of  subject  matter  or  special  methods  courses  in  any  department. 
The  group  requirement  of  eighteen  hours  may  be  met  in  part  by 
the  certificate  requirement  in  English  and  nature  study  in  the  fresh- 
man  year. 

The  practicum  mentioned  in  the  four  year  course  should  consist  of 
teaching   under   supervision. 

The  courses  provide  for  adequate  training  for  superior  positions 
and  mature  students  are  urged  to  consider  the  advisability  of  spend- 
ing a  full  four  years  in  preparation  for  the  positions  of  leadership 
in  the  teaching  profession. 

Teachers  who  follow  any  one  of  these  courses  may  get  the  regular 
two  year  diploma  just  the  same  as  if  they  took  the  ordinary  two  year 
course.

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CITY    CERTIFICATES. 

The  City  Certificate  will  be  granted  by  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  on  payment  of  fee  of  one  dollar,  to  any  student 
who  has  completed  the  two  year  college  course  of  the  state  Teachers 
College,  or  corresponding  course  in  an  institution  recommended  by 
State   Superintendent. 

A  student  who  has  completed  the  two  year  college  course  of  a 
State  Teachers  College,  however,  does  not  need  the  City  Certificate. 
This  is  the  ruling  of  the  State  Department  and  is  also  the  law,  the 
words  of  which  are  quoted  in  the  following  ruling:  "Students  who 
have  completed  the  advanced  course  of  a  state  normal  school  and  have 
been  granted  a  diploma  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  State  Normal 
Schools,  are  legally  qualified  without  further  certification  to  teach  in 
any  school  in  the  State  of  Nebraska  as  provided  by  Section  368,  Art 
XXV  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Nebraska  for  1913."

One-half 
point  secondary  credit.

Bookkeeping  and  Accounting  (b).  A  continuation  of  course  (a). 
A  practice  set  is  presented  introducing  the  columnar  cash  book  in 
addition  to  books  of  original  entry  given  in  the  preceding  course. 
Simple  adjusting  entries  for  items  of  depreciation,  insurance  and  in- 
terest prepaid.  Exercises  in  writing  and  journalizing,  drafts  and  ac- 
ceptances.   Three    hours   attendance.    One-half   point,    secondary    credit. 

Bookkeeping  and  Accounting  (c).  Single  Entry  as  applied  to  a 
mercantile  business  buying  and  selling  on  credit.  An  exhaustive  study 
of  single  entry  as  a  method.  Changing  from  single  to  double  entry 
and  continuing  set  begun  by  single  entry  illustrating  single  mer- 
chandise account,  single  expense  account  and  the  closing  of  the  ledger 
by  the  "direct"  or  "cross  entry"  method.  Supplementary  exercises  in 
journalizing,  posting,  taking  trial  balances,  and  preparing  financial 
statements.   Three   hours   attendance.    One-half   point   secondary    credit. 

Shorthand  (a).  Theory  of  Shorthand.  Gregg  System.  First  seven 
lessons  in  both  the  Gregg  Manual  and  Speed  Studies.  Four  hours 
credit. 

Shorthand  (b).  A  continuation  of  course  (a)  covering  lessons 
eight  to  fifteen  inclusive  in  the  Gregg  Manual  and  Speed  Studies. 
Easy  dictation.  Four  hours  credit. 

Shorthand  (c).  Course  (b)  is  continued.  The  Gregg  Manual  is 
completed  and  reviewed.  Practical  theory  from  actual  dictation  is 
studied    in    preparation    for   courses   to   follow.    Four   hours   credit. 

Shorthand  (d).  A  course  in  dictation  including  the  transcribing 
of  dictated  matter  on  the~  typewriter.  Building  of  written  vocabulary. 
Four  hours  credit. 

Shorthand  (e).  A  continuation  of  course  (d)  with  further  develop- 
ment for  speed  and  accuracy.  Four  hours  credit.  Second  and  third 
quarters. 

Shorthand  (f).  A  course  in  reporting.  Proceedings  of  convocations. 
Sermons.  Advanced  dictation  and  preparation  of  transcripts  for  all 
work.    Third    and    fourth    quarters. 

Typewriting  (a).  Position.  Touch  method  of  operation.  Graded 
exercises  to  gain  familiarity  with  the  keyboard  of  the  machine.  Two 
hours   credit.   First,   second   and   third   quarters. 

Typewriting  (b).  This  is  a  continuation  of  course  (a)  and  in- 
troduces commercial  forms  and  correspondence.  Two  hours  credit. 
Second   and   third  quarters. 
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Typewriting  (c).  Further  work  in  commercial  forms  and  cor- 
respondence than  that  offered  in  course  (b)  with  numerous  exercises. 
Arrangement  of  typed  matter  based  upon  standard  models.  Particular 
attention  to  development  of  speed.  Two  hours  credit.  Third  and 
fourth  quarters.  , 

Commercial  Law.  Sources  of  Law.  Property,  personal  and  real. 
The  elements  of  contracts  and  their  application  in  sales,  negotiable 
instruments,  agency,  bailment,  partnership,  corporations  and  insurance. 
This  course  covers  two  quarters,  three  hours  work  per  week,  and 
gives   one    point    credit. 

Commercial    Arithmetic.      (See    Department    of    Mathematics). 

Commercial    Geography.         (See    Department    of    Earth    Science.) 

Office  Methods.  This  course  deals  with  all  phases  of  office  detail 
and  routine  such  as  the  business  letter,  business  forms  and  papers, 
-pondence,  filing,  telephone,  telegraphs,  cablegrams,  postal  in- 
formation, banking  practice,  transportation,  and  office  appliances.  A 
significant  part  of  the  course  is  the  detailed  reports  on  surveys  of 
local  offices  representing  different  types  of  business.  These  reports 
are  analyzed  and  form  the  basis  of  profitable  class  discussions.  Five 
hours  attendance.  Texts:  Office  training  by  SoRelle:  Elements  of  Busi- 
ness by  Schoch  &  Cross;    Modern  Filing  by  Wigent,  Housel  &  Gilman. 

Penmanship  (a)  and  (b).  Palmer  Method.  Beginning  business 
writing.  Position,  relaxation,  drills,  capital  and  small  letters,  figures, 
commercial  signs,  words  and  sentences.  Designed  for  all  who  wish  to 
improve  their  writing.  All  students  will  be  encouraged  to  try  for 
"Palmer  Method  Students'  Certificates"  as  soon  as  qualified  to  do  so. 
Not  prerequisite.  Two  quarters.  Three  hours  attendance.  One  hour 
credit  each  quarter.

Exercises  fully  illustrating  ad- 
justing entries  and  the  use  of  reserve  accounts.  Three  hours  attend- 
ance.  Text:    Rittenhouse  &   Clapp. 

Commercial  Accounting  III.  Continuation  of  Practice  Set  begun 
in  Accounting  II.  Formation  of  a  partnership.  Goodwill.  Petty  Cash 
Fund.  Imprest  ("ash  Fund.  Additional  exercises  in  making  adjustments 
and  in  preparing  financial  statements.  Three  hours  attendance.  Text:

Significant  legislation  affecting  the  operation 
of  banks.  Federal  Reserve  Act.  Text:  Morton's  Banking  and  Bank  Ac- 
counting. Standard  References:  Practical  Banking,  Harris:  The  Prac- 
tical Work  of  a  Bank-Kniffin.  This  course  covers  two  quarters  of 
three   hours   attendance   each. 

Penmanship  I  and  II.  Palmer  Method.  Beginning  business  writ- 
ing. Position,  relaxation,  drills,  capital  and  small  letters,  figures,  com- 
mercial signs,  words  and  sentences.  Designed  for  all  who  desire  to  im- 
prove in  writing  or  teaching  ability.  All  students  will  be  encouraged 
to  try  for  "Palmer  Method  Teachers  Certificates"  as  soon  as  qualified 
to  do  so.  No  prerequisite.  Two  quarters  Three  hours,  attendance.  One 
hour   credit   each   quarter. 

.Penmanship  III.  Methods  of  teaching  Penmanship.  Study  of  sup- 
plies and  materials  to  be  used  in  all  grades.  Practice  much  the  same 
as  in  the  beginning  courses  with  emphasis  on  methods  of  teaching. 
Prerequisite.  Palmer  Teachers  Certificate  or  the  equivalent.  Three 
hours  atttendance.   Three   hours   credit. 

Secretarial  Training.  The  business  letter.  Exercises  for  the  de- 
velopment of  skill  and  initiative.  Character,  Methods  and  specialized 
language  of  all  important  lines  of  business  with  the  business  forms  and 
documents  incidental  to  each.  This  is  an  intensive  course  from  the 
secretarial  point  of  view.  Five  hours  attendance.  Text:  Reigner's 
Secretarial   Training.      , 

Commercial  Law.  Character,  sources  and  universality  of  law 
The  acquirement  of  a  practical  working  knowledge  of  the  law,  its 
relationship  to  life,  and  the  nature  of  its  development.  The  "case  sys- 
tem" is  used.  Five  hours  attendance.  Text:  Huff  cut;  Bush.  Reference 
readings   and    reports. 

Methods  and  Practicum.  A  course  for  teachers.  Organization  of 
courses,  equipment  and  practice  teaching  in  the  department.  This 
course  is  given  In  connection  with  any  of  the  subjects  offered  in  the 
departmeni  and  may  be  arranged  for  by  application  to  the  head  of 
the  department. 

Business  Methods.  (See  Department  of  Education,  Psychology 
and   Philosophy).

Teachers'  Business  Problems.  A  course  emanating  from  a  popular 
demand  for  special  instruction  or  advice  in  matters  of  business  pecu- 
liar to  the  teaching  profession.  It  is  not  a  course  of  theory,  but  will 
deal  with  the  business  affairs  of  the  teacher  in  a  practical  way.  The 
nature  of  contracts,  life,  accident  and  health  insurance  as  a  factor  in 
business  activities,  the  expense  budget  and  analysis  of  the  various 
kinds  of  investments  as  a  place  for  savings,  are  a  few  of  the  topics 
which  will  form  a  part  of  the  course.  Four  hours  attendance.  Third 
quarter. 

EARTH    SCIENCE. 

Mr.  Mercer. 
Secondary    Course. 

a.  Industrial  Geography.  A  course  in  Geography  for  students  who 
have  not  had  the  subject  above  the  8th  grade  and  for  those  who  are 
taking    the    Rural    Teachers'    course. 

b.  Physical  Geography.  A  study  of  the  physical  structure  of  the 
earth,  with  the  economic  and  meteorological  conditions. 

c.  Commercial  Geography.  A  course  for  students  who  are  taking 
the  Commercial  Course;  a  discussion  of  the  three  sets  of  controls — 
the    natural,    the    human,    and   the    economic. 

d.  Agriculture.  A  course  in  the  elementary  principles  of  agricul- 
ture as  required  for  the  various  certificates  issued.  Requirements,  3 
recitations  pe"  week  with  3  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  one  quart  - 
ter,  and  2  recitations  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week  another 
quarter. 

e.  Physiology.  A  concise  and  careful  study  of  the  human  body, 
as  shown  by  the  latest  discoveries  and  tests. 

NOTE:  In  each  of  the  above  subjects  there  will  be  required  4 
hours  of  class  work  one  quarter  and  2  hours  in  another  for  one  point 
credit. 

COLLEGE  COURSE. 

I.  Physiography.  An  advanced  course  in  Physical  Geography. 
Primarily,  a  study  of  the  lithosphere  with  the  changes  wrought  upon 
it  by  the  elements  and  the  various  forces  of  nature.  First  quarter, 
five  hours. 

II.  Meteorology.  A  treatise  upon  the  atmosphere,  its  composition, 
temperature,  pressure,  and  movement.  The  great  wind  zones  and  their 
relation  to  rainfall.  A  study  of  the  weather  bureau  service  and  the 
basis  of  its  work.  Designed  to  follow  Course  I.  Second  quarter,  five 
hours. 

III.  Historical  Geology.  This  course  will  deal  with  the  history  of 
the  formation  of  the  earth  from  the  beginning  down  to  the  present 
time. 

A  prerequisite  to* this  course  will  be  courses  I  and  II.  Third  quar- 
ter,  five   hours 

IV.  A  treatise  of  the  mineral  products  or  elements  of  the  earth, 
both  metallic  and  non-metallic,  with  the  principles  upon  which  econ- 
omic geology  is  based,  accompanied  by  a  few  typical  and  specific  illus- 
trations of  the  more  important  classes  of  deposits,  and  a  statement 
of  the  economic  bearing,  including  a  statistical  aspect  of  the  subject. 
First  quarter,   •",   bours. 
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V.  Astronomy.  A  scientific  study  of  the  heavens  and  the  relation 
of  the  heavenly  bodies  to  the  earth,  with  their  effect  upon  the  earth 
and  upon   each  other.   Second   quarter,   five  hours. 

VI.  Agricultural  Geography.  A  course  which  treats  of  the  agricul- 
tural products  of  the  earth  and  of  their  distribution  as  determined  by 
geographic  factors,  such  as  rainfall,  temperature  and  soil.  Second 
quarter,  five  hours. 

VII.  Geography  Method.  A  course  demonstrating  the  teaching  of 
geography,  together  with  methods.  First  and  third  quarters,  three 
hours.

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General  Aim.  The  aim  of  all  courses  in  this  department  is  to 
develop  a  professional  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  to 
equip  her  with  the  facts  and  principles  of  teaching,  such  that  when 
coupled  with  observation  and  practice  will  make  a  better  teacher.  A 
good  teacher  will  analyze  her  processes  of  teaching  and  constantly 
make  an  effort  to  modify  her  procedure  in  keeping  with  the  demands 
Of  progress  and  efficiency.  Each  course  in  this  department  aims  to 
remove  Education  from  the  unreflective  basis  of  common  sense  and 
put  it  on  a  more  consciously  developed  group  of  scientific  principles 
in  keeping  with  our  more  exact  knowledge  of  the  learning  process, 
and  demands  of  a  truer  philosophy  of  life. 

JUNIOR  COLLEGE  COURSES. 

Education  I.  Introduction  to  Education.  It  is  the  aim  of  this 
course  to  develop  in  the  student  a  clear  notion  of  the  field,  aims, 
problems,  methods,  and  results  of  education.  His  own  personal  fitness 
for  the  work  of  teaching  is  carefully  considered  in  the  light  of  teach- 
ing experience  and  by  the  aid  of  standard  tests  of  intelligence  and 
teaching  efficiency.  This  course  takes  the  place  of  Theory  I  as  formerly 
given,  and  is  required  of  all  students.  It  must  be  taken  as  the  first 
course  in  the  Department  of  Education.  Three  hours  credit.  M.  T.  W. 
T.  F.  Readings,  Reports.  Observations  and  Essays.  Freshmen.  Required. 

Education  II.  Psychology— Beginning  course.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
this  course  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  facts  of  conscious  life 
and  the  laws  governing  these.  Particular  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  rela- 
tion of  consciousness  to  behavior  and  to  the  control  of  behavior 
through  the  training  and  direction  of  the  mind.  Considerable  attention 
is  given  to  instinct  and  habit  formation,  and  the  relation  of  these  to 
conduct  and  control. 

Text:  LaRue — Psychology  for  Teachers.  Collateral  readings,  re- 
ports, observation  and  essay.  Three  hours  credit.  M.  W.  F.  Freshmen. 
Required. 

Education  III.  Principles  of  Teaching.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  course 
to  point  out  the  fundamental  principles  of  method  as  derived  from 
modern  psychological  research  and  to  show  how  they  can  be  applied 
in  practice.  This  course  bears  close  relation  to  the  teacher's  experience 
and  to  the  training  school,  and  cannot  be  taken  before  Education  I 
or  its  equivalent  and  II. 

t:    Thorndike — Education.  Three  hours  credit.  M.  W.  F.   Sopho- 
more  required. 

Education  IV.  Psychology  of  Learning.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  course 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  laws  of  learning  as  they  apply  to 
the  student's  own  study  habits.  It  is  meant  to  encourage  the  student 
to  reflect  on  his  own  study  methods  and   to  attempt  to   improve  them. 

Text:  Freeman — How  Children  Learn.  Three  hours  credit.  M.  W. 
F.   Sophomore.  Required.  . 

Education  V.  Child  Psychology.  The  purpose  of  Child  Psychology 
o  develop  through  reading  and  observation  a  more  thorough  under- 
standing of  child  nature  in  order  to  secure  sympathetic  and  wise  ap- 
plication of  the  processes  of  instruction.  The  course  first  takes  up 
th<-  study  of  the  physical  development  of  the  child,  including  such 
topics  as:  Laws  of  growth,  physical  differences  between  children  and 
adults,  in  the  several  vital  systems,  and  the  hygiene  of  these  systems. 
In  the  study  of  tl  development  of   the  child,  such   factors  are 

ed    as:    Laws    of    inheritance,    original    nature,    and    the    nature 
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and  training  of  the  several  mental  processes.  The  last  section  of  the 
course  attempts  to  analyze  the  several  physical  and  mental  processes 
required  in  mastering-  the  common  branches  and  the  abilities  of  the 
child   to   meet  these   requirements. 

Three  hours  credit.   M.  W.   F.   Sophomore.   Elective. 

Education  VI.  Adolescence.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  de- 
velop a  more  thorough  understanding  of  the  nature  of  the  adolescent 
and  to  secure  the  organization  of  content,  method  and  administration 
to  meet  his  needs.  This  begins  with  the  study  of  the  physical,  mental 
and  social  characteristics  of  the  adolescent.  Next  comes  the  study  of 
the  nature  and  organization  of  the  institutions  and  particularly  the 
schools,  that  enter  into  his  education.  Finally  the  several  secondary 
school  subjects  are  examined  and  adjudged  in  the  light  of  the  nature 
of   the   adolescent.    Three   hours   credit.    M.    W.    F.    Junior,    Elective. 

Education  VII.  History  of  Education.  Aim:  To  consider  the  bear- 
ing of  the  history  of  our  education  upon  the  problems  of  the  teacher. 
This  course  begins  with  the  examination  of  the  organization  of  our 
schools  of  today.  From  this  standpoint  various  problems  are  traced 
to  their  origins,  for  the  better  understanding  of  their  nature  and 
solution.  Such  factors  are  considered  as:  The  development  of  our 
school  systems  and  their  administration,  the  development  of  public 
support,  the  rise  of  educational  theories  and  class  room  management, 
methods  of  teaching,  and  checking  up  results.  The  last  part  of  the 
course  traces  the  development  of  the  several  elementary  school  sub- 
jects and  the  history  of  their  teaching  in  order  to  understand  present 
tendencies. 

Three   hours   credit.    M.   W.    F. 

Education  VIM.  School  Hygiene.  This  course  takes  up  the  study 
of  the  Hygiene  of  the  school  plant  in  its  several  phases.  It  also  treats 
the  Hygiene  of  the  school  child  and  such  related  activities  as  health 
inspection.  The  Hygiene  of  instruction  is  then  considered.  Some  of 
the   problems   of   teaching   Hygiene    in    the    schools    are    presented. 

Three  hours  credit.  M.  W.   F.  Freshman.   Elective. 

Education  X.  Abnormal  Psychology.  Aim:  To  familiarize  the 
student  with  the  various  kinds  of  mental  delinquency  found  in  our 
public  schools.  The  methods  of  finding  these  persons,  aims  and 
methods  of  treatment  and  comparison  of  results  gained  in  the  differ- 
ent  schools   will   be   considered. 

Text:  G.  H.  Green — Psycho- Analysis  in  the  Class  Room.  Two 
hours  credit.  Collateral  readings,  reports  and  essays.  Sophomore. 
Elective. 

Education  XI.  School  Management.|  This  course  is  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  classroom  teacher.  The  problems  of  the  class 
room,  such  as  discipline,  methods  of  teaching  and  supervision  of  study, 
are  considered  in  their  relation  to  the  larger  aims  and  purposes  of  the 
school,  and  in  their  relation  to  the  plan'of  organization  and  manage- 
ment   of   the   school   as   a  whole.      Prerequisite  Psychology   I. 

Text:  Bagley — Class  room  Management.  Collateral  readings,  re- 
ports and  essay.  Three  hours  credit.  M.  W.  F. 

Education.  XIII.  Psychology  of  Advertising  and  Salesmanship. 
Aim:  To  study  the  principles  of  Psychology  that  aid  in  effective  ad- 
tising  and  salesmanship.  It  is  desirable  that  Psychology  I  should 
precede  this  course  though  not  required. 

Text:  H.  L.  Hollingsworth — Advertising  and  Selling.  Readings, 
reports  and  essay.  Two  hours  credit.   Freshmen.  Elective. 
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Education  XV.  Educational  Sociology.  The  purpose  of  this  course 
is  to  Investigate  the  several  factors  and  laws  upon  which  educational 
theory  and  practice  must  rest.  It  treats  such  topics  as:  The  funda- 
mental principles  of  sociology  as  applied  to  the  school  as  a  social  in- 
stitution and  education  as  a  part  of  the  social  process.  The  course 
also  treats  of  the  social  forces  determining-  the  selection  of  school 
subjects,  their  content,  the  method  of  presentation,  and  the  criterion 
of  their  social  values. 

Text:  Kirkpatrick — Fundamentals  of  Sociology.  Readings,  reports. 
Two   hours  credit.  T.   Th.  Junior.   Elective.   Stoutemyer. 

Education  XVI.  Educational  Measurements.  Aim:  To  point  out 
clearly  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  grading  system  and  show  the 
value  of  standard  tests  and  measurements  in  grading,  classifying  and 
promoting  children  in  school.  Studies  of  physical,  mental  and  achieve- 
ment tests  are  made  and  practical  test  work  is  undertaken.  Pupils  are 
taught  how  to  give,  check,  score,  tabulate,  find  medians,  graph,  in- 
terpret, apply  and  follow  up  the  results  shown  by  use  of  these  mea- 
suring devices. 

Text:  Monroe — Measuring  the  results  of  Teaching.  Readings, 
reports,  research  and  essay.  Three  hours  credit.  M.  W.  F.  Juniors. 
Elective.    Shreves. 

Education  XVII.  History  of  Philosophy.  Aim:  To  present  a 
systematic  view  of  the  development  of  thought  and  experience.  The 
student  becomes  acquainted  with  the  various  philosophical  views  of 
life  as  represented  in   the  thought  of  the  great  minds   of  all   times. 

Text:  Rogers: — History  of  Philosophy.  Readings,  reports, 
lectures  and  essays.   Three  hours  credit.   M.  W.   F.  Junior  Elective. 

Education  XVIII.  Philosophy  of  Education.  This  course  makes  a 
survey  of  the  various  aims  and  values  of  education  in  their  relation 
to  a  larger  philosophy  of  life.  The  student  is  called  upon  to  think  for 
himself   concerning    the   aims   and    values    of   education. 

Text:  Shreves — The  Philosophical  Basis  of  Education.  Readings, 
reports  and  lectures.  Two  hours  credit.  T.  Th.  Prerequisite,  Educa- 
tion  XVII.   Juniors.   Elective.   Shreves. 

Education  XIX.  Ethics.  Aim:  To  develop  in  students  the  habit  of 
reflecting  on  human  conduct  in  order  to  determine  the  standards  of 
right  action.  The  main  stress  is  laid  on  questions  of  practical  import- 
ance rather  than  on  detailed  historical  and  metaphysical  considerations. 
The  question  as  to  the  standards  of  right  conduct  are  thus  considered 
from  an   inductive  rather  than  a  deductive  point  of  view. 

Text:  Dewey  and  Tufts — Ethics.  Readings,  reports,  lectures.  Two 
hours  credit.   Prerequisite  Education  XVII.   Junior.   Elective.    Shreves. 

Education  XX.  School  Administration.  The  object  of  this  course 
is  to  present  clearly  the  underlying  principles  of  school  administration, 
and  to  consider  at  close  range  the  practical  administration  of  the 
school  as  well  as  from  the  large  point  of  view  of  theory. 

Text:  Strayer  and  Thorndike — Educational  Administration.  Read- 
ings, reports,  research  and  essay.  Three  hours  credit.  M.  W.  F.  Senior 
Elective. 

Education  XXI.  School  Supervision.  This  course  is  designed 
especially  to  meet  the  needs  of  school  supervisors.  The  aim  is  to  study 
problems  of  supervision  in  the  light  of  a  broader  view  of  education 
as  a  factor  in  community,  social,  religious,  moral,  domestic  and  poli- 
tical  life.   Five   hours   credit.    Senior  Elective.   Mr.   Yoakam. 
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Education  XXII.  Comparative  Education.  The  purpose  of  Com- 
parative Education  is  to  show  the  general  plan  and  political  philosophy 
upon  which  the  leading  nations  have  organized  their  educational 
systems.  This  course  considers  such  topics  as:  General  organization 
of  the  educational  system,  financial  support,  course  of  study,  teachers 
and  teacher  training,  special  schools,  etc.  Prussian,  French  and  En- 
glish schools  will  be  studied  with  care,  and  other  nations  will  be 
studied  for  comparison.  Recitation,  lectures,  reports.  Two  hours  at- 
tendance.  T.   Th.   Two  hours   credit.   Seniors.   Elective. 

Education  XXIII.  Educational  Records  and  Accounts.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  this  course  to  aid  the  superintendent  and  principal  in 
selecting  and  adopting  a  system  of  school  records  and  reports  in 
keeping  with  the  best  modern  practices  of  schools.  Helps  from  the 
business  world  are  also  available. 

Text:  Snedden  &  Allen — School  Reports  and  School  Efficiency. 
Readings,   reports,   research.   Two   hours   credit. 

Education  XXIV.  Educational  Publicity.  A  course  dealing  with 
the  most  approved  methods  of  influencing  public  opinion,  in  campaigns, 
for  consolidation,  new  buildings,  school  support,  and  the  like.  Practice 
in  speaking,  newswriting,  and  the  graphic  presentation  of  school  facts 
will  be  secured  by  actual  assignments  in  the  Publicity  Bureau  of  the 
Extension  Department.  Open  to  seniors  and  to  those  who  can  qualify 
for    School    Administration.    Three    hours    credit.    Elective.    Noyer. 

Education  XXV.  Educational  Statistics.  Statistical  methods  in 
Education.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  show  how  statistical  methods 
can  be  used  in  the  presentation  and  interpretation  of  school  facts. 
Finance,  attendance,  school  costs,  intelligence,  physical  records  and 
records  and  achievement  test  results  are  considered. 

Text:  Rugg — Statistical  Methods  Applied  to  Education.  Readings, 
reports,  research,  lectures.  Three  hours  credit.  M.  W.  F.  Senior  Elective. 

Education  XXVI.  Normal  Training.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  course 
to  train  teachers  to  take  charge  of  Normal  Training  courses  in  high 
schools.  Education  I,  II,  III,  IV  are  necessary  prerequisites.  Readings, 
reports,  observation  and  lectures.  Three  hours  credit  M.  W.  F.  Senior. 
Elective.

However,  a  candidate  for  the 
Elementary  Certificate  who  presents  only  the  minimum  of  twenty 
hours  should  distribute  his  time  in  such  a  manner  to  include  Grammar, 
Composition,  and  Classics.  Grades  in  Orthography,  Penmanship,  and 
Reading  may  be  based  upon  tho  general  work  in  English,  provided  that 
it.  is   of  <-x'<-l]<n1    finality.

Description  of  Secondary  Courses. 
English  a.  Principles  of  Grammar.  Fall  quarter.  Four  hours.  A 
Btudy  of  technical  grammar  designed  to  enable  the  student  to  know 
not  only  what  forms  and  constructions  are  correct  but  why  they  are 
correct.  A  study  of  the  sentence.  The  outside  reading  of  Old  Testa- 
ment Stories  is  made  the  basis  of  occasional  story  telling.  Grammar 
text:    Reed   and   Kellogg    Xew    Edition.    Ninth    grade.    Two    points. 

English  b.  Grammar  and  Composition.  Second  quarter.  Four  hours. 
The  continuation  of  Course  a,  with  the  addition  of  practice  in  writing 
simple  compositions  based  mainly  on  the  pupil's  experiences.  For  out- 
side reading  the  class  may  use  Hawthorne's  "Tales  of  the  White 
Hills."   or  "Sohrab  and  Rustum."   Two   points. 

English  c.  Composition  and  Orthography.  Third  quarter.  This  is 
the  conclusion  of  Courses  a  and  b,  with  further  drill  in  correct  usage 
and  practice  in  writing.  The  themes  are  largely  argumentative  and 
expository.  Spelling  and  word -study,  with  directed  endeavor  to  enrich 
the  vocabulary.  Outside  readings  in  "Sesame  and  Lillies"  is  made  the 
basis  of  class  talks  and  discussions.  Text:  Brooks.  Ninth  grade. 
Two  points. 

English  d.  Expression  1..  Fall  quarter.  Two  hours.  This  course 
is  designed  to  increase  skill  in  oral  and  silent  reading.  The  Searson 
and  Martin  Readers  and  other  material  will  be  used.  The  work  in 
rapid  sight  reading  may  be  made  the  basis  of  oral  summaries  and 
story   telling. 

English  e.  Expression  2.  Winter  quarter.  Two  hours.  A  study  of 
the  underlying  principles  of  oral  interpretation;  phonetics,  posing  ex- 
ercises, voice  placement,  phrasing  inflection,  tone  color,  will  power, 
and  directness.  Blood's  "Psychological  Development  of  Expression," 
Vol.    I.    and    Phillips'    "Natural    Drills    in    Expression." 

English  f.  Expression  3.  Spring  quarter.  Two  hours.  Open  to 
new  students  or  to  those  continuing  part  2  of  the  course.  Individual 
needs  of  continuing  students  given  attention.  More  difficult  pieces  of 
literature  interpreted.  Blood's  "Psychological  Development  of  Expres- 
sion," Vol.   II. 

English  g.  Elementary  Public  speaking.  Third  quarter.  Four  hours. 
A  beginning  course  in  the  organization  and  presentation  of  ideas  for 
public  speech.  Extemporaneous  speaking  and  platform  practice.  In- 
formal debates  and  discussion.  Business  talks  and  salesmanship.  Pre- 
requisite, English  a,  b  and  c.  Texts:  Short's,  and  Clapp's  "Talking 
Business."      Two   points. 

English  h.  Composition-Literature.  Four  hours.  A  careful  study 
"f  the  selections  in  Halleck  and  Barbour,  and  outside  readings  and 
written  work  as  provided  by  the  text.  Practice  in  writing,  mainly 
narrative.    Two    points. 


40  STATE    TEACHERS    COLLEGE 

English  i..  Business  English.  Fall  quarter.  Four  hours.  Practice  in 
writing  all  kinds  of  business  letters.  Drill  in  spelling,  punctuation,  and 
grammatical  usage.  Some  study  is  made  of  the  nomenclature  peculiar 
to  business  intercourse.  Text  books:  Opdyke's  "Commercial  Letters," 
and  Bartholemew  and  Hurlburt's  "The  Business  Man's  English."  Two 
points. 

English  j.  English  Classics.  Fall  quarter.  Four  hours.  This  course 
includes  a  careful  study  in  class  of  "Silas  Marner,"  "Lancelot  and 
Elaine,"  "Rime  of  the  Ancient  Mariner,"  "Eve  of  St.  Agnes,"  and 
"Milton's  Minor  Poems."  "The  Tale  of  Two  Cities,"  is  used  for  out- 
side  reading.    Two   points. 

English  k.  American  Classics.  Winter  quarter.  Four  hours.  Bron- 
son's  American  Poems  will  be  used,  and  such  poems  of  Longfellow, 
Whittier,  Lowell,  Emerson,  and  others  as  seem  best  suited  to  the  high 
school  student  will  be  selected.  Ashmun's  "Modern  Prose  and  Poetry,'' 
may  also  be  used.  For  prose,  Emerson's  "Compensation,"  and  "Self- 
Reliance,"   may  be  had  from  the  text   book  library.   Two  points. 

English  1.  Shakespeare.  Spring  quarter.  Four  hours.  A  study  is 
made  of  four  or  five  of  the  following  plays:  Macbeth,  Julius  Caesar, 
Merchant  of  Venice,  As  You  Like  It,  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  and 
The  Tempest.  Little  stress  on  dramatic  technic,  and  much  discussion 
of  character,  conduct  and  the  events.   Two  points. 

COLLEGE  COURSES. 

Major  Requirement:  Students  preparing  to  teach  English  in  the 
grammar  grades  or  high   school   should  take   the   following  courses: 

In  grammar  and   composition,   courses   I,    II   and   V. 

In   literature,   courses   XI,    XIII,    XIV  and   XV. 

In   oral   English,    courses   XLI  and  XIII   or  XLIV. 

In  methods,  course  XXXII  or  XXXIII. 

To  these  the  student  making  English  his  major  subject  may  add 
such  other  courses  as  he  may  choose,  except  that  the  whole  number 
of  hours  in  this  department  shall  not  exceed  sixty.  Those  who  are 
preparing  to  teach  in  the  primary  or  intermediate  grades  should  take 
courses  XXXI  and  XXXIV,  and  not  take  XXXII  or  XXXIII. 

Minor  Requirement:  The  student  who  wishes  to  make  English 
his  minor  subject  should  choose  fifteen  hours  or  more  of  work  from 
the  following  courses:  XI,  XII,  XIII,  XIV,  XV,  or  such  other  courses  as 
will  make  a  logical  group.  It  is  advisable  that  both  majors  and  minors 
be  planned  with  the  advice  of  the  head  of  the  department,  or  with 
the  head  of  the  department  in  conference  with  the  adviser.  At  the 
same  time  there  should  be  selected  such  courses  in  history  as  will 
furnish  a  background  for  literature,  and  those  courses  in  expression 
which  will  be  most  helpful  to  the  teacher  of  English.  Courses  in 
writing   are  recommended. 

English  I.  Given  each  term.  Three  hours.  This  course  includes 
the  fundamentals  of  grammar,  sentence  and  paragraph  structure, 
punctuation,  diction,  and  other  matters  of  usage.  Short  themes,  of 
one  "i-  more  paragraphs,  and  two-minute  speeches  are  designed  to 
provide  practice  in  speaking  and  writing.  It  must  be  accompanied  by 
Library   Methods,   two  hours  a  week.  Century   Handbook. 

English  I  and  II  arc  required  of  all  students,  and  should  be 
taken  during  the  Freshman  year,  or  at  the  latest  in  the  first  part 
of  the  Sophomore  year.  They  are  prerequisite  to  all  advanced  courses 
in    English. 
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English  II.  Three  hours.  A  continuation  of  Course  I.  with  more 
attention  paid  to  effectiveness  and  the  acquisition  of  a  clear  and  force- 
ful style.  Some  study  is  made  of  modern  prose.  Typewriting  as  part 
preparation  must  accompany  this  course,  and  the  composition  and 
typing  of  letters. 

English  III.  News  Writing.  First  and  third  quarters.  Three 
hours.    A    course    in    writing    news    and    reactions    on    topics    of    general 

ducationai  interest.  The  development  of  a  terse  and  forceful  style 
sought.  More  than  half  of  the  material  produced  by  this  class  is 
used   in   the  school   paper.   Prerequisite,    English   I   and    II. 

English  IV.  Journalistic  Writing.  Second  quarter  and  summer, 
Three  hours.  Interviewing,  news-writing,  and  the  editing  and  managing 
of  the  school  paper. 

English  V.  Advanced  Composition.  Third  quarter.  Four  hours. 
For  students  who  desire  facility  and  skill  in  writing.  The  student  is 
encouraged  to  follow  his  bent  and  find  his  own  themes.  Informal  talks 
on  writing,  consultations  with  the  instructor,  criticism  of  manuscript, 
and  the  preparation  of  material  for  the  press.  Prerequisites,  Eng.  I 
and   II.   Lomer  and   Ashmun   is  used  as  a  handbook. 

Courses   in    Literature. 

English  XI.  Types  of  Literature.  First  quarter.  Three  hours.  An 
introductory  course  in  which  a  study  is  made  of  one  or  more  speci- 
mens of  each  of  the  types  of  literary  expression,  epic,  lyric,  drama, 
prose,  essay,  and  short  story.  Recommended  for  Freshmen  and  for 
students  whose  major  subject  is  not  English  but  who  desire  an  ac- 
quaintance with  good  literature.  The  readings  are  mainly  for  enjoyment 
and  general  culture,  and  range  from  Job  to  Kipling. 

English  XII.  Current  Literature.  Four  hours.  Second  quarter  and 
summer.  A  study  of  the  poetry,  and  a  brief  survey  of  the  essay  during 
the  last  quarter  of  a  century.  Some  familiarity  with  the  great  liter- 
ature  of   the   past   is   presupposed.    Not   open   to   Freshmen. 

English  XIII.  English  Literature  (670  to  1660)'.  Four  hours.  First 
quarter.  A  library  course  comprising  a  general  survey  of  English 
literature  from  the  Anglo-Saxons  to  the  Restoration.  The  influences 
of  social  and  political  conditions  as  affecting  literature  are  observed. 
A  study  of  Representative  authors,  not  including  dramatists.  Especially 
recommended  for  Sophomores. 

English  XIV.  English  Literature  (1660-1900).  Four  hours.  This 
is  a  continuation  of  course  XIII.  Second  quarter.  Only  the  poetry  of 
the  nineteenth  century  is  taken  up,  the  prose  being  presented  in  other 
specialized   courses.      May    be    taken   without    English    XIII. 

English  XV.  American  Literature.  Third  quarter  and  Summer 
term.  Four  hours.  The  logical  conclusion  of  Courses  XIII  and  XIV.  A 
study  of  American  ideals  thru  representative  American  authors.  Re- 
<  "inmended  for  teachers  in  the  intermediate  and  grammar  grades  and 
for  rural  teachers.  Courses  XIII,  XIV  and  XV  constitute  a  general 
view  of  literature  that  should  precede  the  study  of  the  more  highly 
specialized  courses. 

English  XVI.  Tennyson  and  Browning.  (1832-1900).  Third  quarter. 
Pour  hours.  A  study  of  the  tendencies  of  the  times  and  the  trend  of 
thought  in  tbe  nineteenth  century  as  reflected  in  the  work  of  its  most 

l  .rated  authors.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  time  is  spent  on 
Tennyson   and   Browning.    This   course   should    follow   XIII   and   XI V. 
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English  XVII.  The  Development  of  the  Novel.  Second  quarter. 
Four  hours.  A  study  of  the  beginnings  of  fiction  in  DeFoe,  Richardson, 
and  Fielding,  and  the  development  of  the  art  as  exhibited  in  Thack- 
eray, Scott,  Dickens,  and  George  Eliot.  Hamilton's  Manual  of  the  Art 
of  Fiction. 

English  XVIII.  The  Novel  of  Today.  Third  quarter  and  Summer 
Term.  Four  hours.  The  study  of  ten  novels  of  recent  date  for  the 
purpose  of  observing  the  author's  methods  and  examining  his  ideals. 
The  greater  portion  of  time  will  be  spent  on  Hardy,  Meredith,  Bennett, 
Wells  and  Galsworthy.  This  course  is  not  open  to  Freshmen. 

English  XIX.  The  Short-Story.  First  quarter.  Three  hours.  A 
brief  study  of  the  history  and  technic  of  the  short-story,  with  reports 
on  famous  modern  stories  of  various  types.  The  writing  of  one  Sketch, 
one   Incident,    and   one    Short- Story.    Not   open   to   Freshmen. 

English  XX.  Shakespeare  (a).  Fall  quarter.  Four  hours.  An  in- 
tensive study  of  four  plays,  with  library  readings  and  reports.  The 
Rolfe  e'dition  is  preferred. 

English  XXI.  Shakespeare  (b).  Second  quarter,  1923,  and  alternate 
years  following.  Four  hours.  A  continuation  of  course  XX,  but  may 
be  taken  separately.  An  extensive  study  of  a  large  number  of  comedies 
and  tragedies,  with  reference  to  the  development  of  Shakespeare's  art. 
Recommended  for  Juniors  and  Seniors.  The  Everyman  Edition  is  re- 
commended.  Courses  XX  and  XXI  are   not  open   to   Freshmen. 

English  XXII.  Contemporary  Drama.  First  quarter.  Four  hours. 
A  study  of  the  tendencies  in  modern  life  as  revealed  in  the  drama. 
The  reading  of  about  thirty  plays  by  representative  dramatists  of 
various  nationalities.  Given  alternate  years.  Dickenson's  "Chief  Con- 
temporary Dramatists." 

English  XXIII.  The  Essay.  Second  quarter.  Three  hours.  Studies 
in  the  development  of  English  prose  style  based  mainly  on  material 
found  in  the  familiar  essay.  Given  alternate  years.  Winchester  and 
Fuess  are  used.       » 

English  XXIV.  High  Points  in  World  Literature.  For  members  of 
the    Senior   College.      Credit,   four   hours. 

Our  literary  ancestry,  read  in  Englished  versions.  General  outline 
of  civilization  as  reflected  in  the  most  significant  of  ancient  and  me- 
dieval writings.  The  Alcestis  of  Euripides,  some  old  Arabic  writings, 
Dante  and  Milton,  variant  versions  of  Faust,  Allusions  to  and  com- 
parisons with  Shakespeare.  Objectives:  To  acknowledge  the  unity  of  all 
great  literature,  and  to  recognize  the  returning  tide  of  interest  in  the 
cultural   side  of  education.   Text:    Moulton's  World   Literature. 

COURSES   IN    METHODS. 

English  XXXI.  Methods  and  Materials  for  Primary  Grades.  First 
quarter  and  summer.  Five  hours.  The  principles  and  methods  of 
i<n fhing  language,  literature,  and  story  telling  in  the  first,  second  and 
thud  grades.  A  study  of  the  types  of  literature,  principles  of  selec- 
tion, and  methods  of  presentation.  Students  observe  class  work  in  the 
Practice  School  and  make  record  of  their  observations  for  purpose  of 
later  discussion.    Text:    A    course   in   American   Library   Economy. 

English  XXXII.  Methods  and  Materials  for  Intermediate  Grades. 
Second  quarter.  Five  hours.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  same 
as  thai  of  Course  XXXI,  except  that  \hc  grades  are  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth.   Text:    Driggs,   Our   Living   Language. 
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English  XXXIII.  Methods  and  Materials  for  Junior  High  School. 
Third  quarter  and  summer.  Five  hours.  Similar  to  XXXI  and  XXXII. 
In  all  of  these  method  courses  students  read  and  make  brief  reports 
of  X.  E.  A.  addresses  and  Government  Bulletins  on  the  teaching  of 
English,  articles  in  English  Journal  and  other  educational  periodicals 
and  examine  a  number  of  text-books  in  language,  grammar,  and  com- 
position. Method  courses  are  not  open  to  freshmen.  Thomas,  Mahoney, 
and   Bolenius. 

English  XXXIV.  Methods  in  Reading.  Second  quarter  and  sum- 
mer term.  Three  hours.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  make-  better 
teachers  of  reading.  The  selection  and  use  of  reading  material.  The 
relative  merits  of  vocal  interpretation  and  silent  reading  are  con- 
sidered. Some  time  is  given  to  interpretative  reading,  dramatization, 
and  story  telling.  The  methods  of  presenting  exercises  in  rapid,  silent 
reading  are  presented,  and  the  teaching  of  reading  in  the  Practice 
School  is  observed  and  discussed.  Text.  Clark,  How  to  Teach  Reading. 

English  XXXV.  Advanced  Grammar.  Third  quarter  and  summer 
term.  Four  hours.  This  course  includes  a  survey  of  the  history  and 
development  of  the  English  language,  and  a  study  of  modern  gram- 
matical forms.  Consideration  is  given  to  the  problems  with  which 
teachers  have  to  deal,  and  to  merits  of  available  text-books.  Kittredge 
and  Farley. 

English  XXXVI.  Word  Study.  Third  quarter  and  summer  term. 
Four  hours.  For  those  who  have  had  no  Latin  this  course  is  designed 
to  give  familiarity  with  a  large  stock  of  root  words.  Use  of  a  text- 
book to  provide  exercises  in  the  discriminating  use  of  words. 

COURSES    IN   ORAL    ENGLISH. 

English  XVI.  Speech  I.  First  quarter.  Four  hours.  Evolution  of  ex- 
pression, literary  appreciation  and  interpretation.  Extemporaneous 
speaking  and  informal  debate.  This  course  is  recommended  to  pros- 
pective debators.  Platform  drill.  Clark's  "interpretation  of  the  Print- 
ed Page." 

English  XLII.  Speech  2.  Second  quarter  and  summer  term.  Four 
hours.  Voice  culture,  intensive  work  on  interpretation,  and  character- 
ization. Monologs,  cutting  of  books  and  plays,  and  coaching.  Blood, 
Vol.  III.  and  Clark  and  Chamberlain's  "Principles  of  Vocal  Expression, 
This   course   is   recommended  to   precede   that   in   Dramatic   Art. 

English  XLII  I.  Public  Speaking.  Fall,  spring  and  summer  terms. 
Four  hours.  A  course  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  effective  public 
speaking,  extemporaneous  speaking,  and  oratory.  The  preparation  and 
delivery  of  addresses  for  public  occasions.  The  fundamentals  of  em- 
phasis, appeal,  conviction,  and  persuasion.  Much  drill  in  speaking. 
Parliamentary  practice.  Informal  debate  and  discussion.  Briefing,  and 
preparation  of  material  for  address.  Winans'  Public  Speaking  may  be 
used  as  text. 

English  XLIV.  Debating.  Winter  quarter.  Credit,  five  hours.  A 
study  of  the  principles  underlying  argumentation,  with  frequent  de- 
bates  on  important  questions  of  the  day.  The  course  is  intended  to 
develop,  through  investigation  and  practice  under  criticism,  a  habit 
of  clear  and  logical  thinking.  Recommended  to  follow  English  Xl.ill. 
Prerequisite,  Speech  1.  Winans  and  Ketcham  are  available  for 
use    in    this    course. 

English     XLV.     Story    Telling.     Third    quarter    and     summer    term. 

iit.    tour    hours.    A    course    for    kindergarten    and    grade    teachers. 
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Classic  stories,  Bible  stories,  and  current  magazine  stories,  told  in 
class,  and  adapted  for  telling.  The  making  of  bibliographies;  a  study 
of  the  chief  types  of  narrative,  with  consideration  of  the  diction  and 
manner  appropriate  to  each.  Practice  in  the  art  of  story  telling. 

English  XLVI.  Dramatic  Art.  Second  quarter  and  summer  term. 
Four  hours.  The  technic  of  dramatic  structure,  the  analysis  and  inter- 
pretation of  plays;  costuming,  and  stage  setting.  The  selection  of 
plays  for  production  in  high  school.  Prerequisite:   English  XX  or  XXII. 

English  XLVI  I.  The  Pageant.  Third  quarter.  Three  hours.  A  study 
of  the  racial  festival,  its  forms  and  elements.  Original  work  in  out- 
lining plans  for  a  school  or  community  pageant,  reflecting  some  sig- 
nificant  event   or  idea. 

English  XLVI  1 1.  Lyric  Poetry.  Fall  quarter.  Two  hours.  The  study 
and  oral  reading  of  poems  selected  from  Palgrave's  Golden  Treasury, 
and  from  current  poetry.  Lists  of  short  poems  suitable  for  memorizing 
in   the   grades  may   be   made. 

English  XLIX.  Senior  Play.  Third  quarter.  One  to  three  hours. 
Candidates  to  take  part  in  the  Senior  Play  will  be  chosen  by  contest, 
the  tryout  to  be  held  during  the  last  week  of  the  winter  quarter  under 
the  joint  supervision  of  the  Class  Sponsors  and  the  English  department. 

English  L.  Summer  School  Play.  One  or  three  hours.  The  group 
of  students  electing  this  course  will  present  a  Shakesperian  or  Greek 
play  or  a  pageant.  For  advanced  students.

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HISTORY,    CIVICS    AND    ECONOMICS 

Secondary    Courses 

History,  a.  b.  c.  High  School  European  History.  Three  quarters. 
Four  hours  each  quarter.  A  study  of  the  ancient  people  from  the 
earliest    time   to   about   S00   A.   D.   Tenth   Grade. 

History,  c.  e.  f.  High  School  American  History.  Three  quarters. 
Four  hours  each  quarter.  A  thoro  course  in  American  history.  Twelfth 
grade. 

History,  g.  Rural  course.  Third  quarter.  Five  hours.  A  short 
course  in  United  States  history  with  a  brief  view  of  Nebraska  history. 
Designed    especially   for   those    taking   the   Rural   Course. 

Civics,  a.  b.  High  School  Civics.  This  course  is  begun  the  first 
quarter,  four  hours,  and  finished  in  the  second,  two  hours.  It  is 
repeated  by  beginning  in  the  second  quarter,  two  hours;  and  finish- 
ing in  the  third,  four  hours.  The  course  is  based  on  the  community 
civics  plan.  It  gives  the  required  certificate  credit  and  prepares  those 
who  wish  to  take  teachers'  examinations. 

History,  I,  II,  III.  Ancient  History.  Three  quarters.  Four  hours 
each  quarter.  Includes  a  thorough  study  of  the  subject  from  the 
earliest  times  to  about  800  A.  D.  It  also  includes  brief  general  out- 
lines of  evolution;  lists  of  important  dates  for  the  student  to  learn; 
lists  of  maps  with  detailed  directions;  a  careful  study  of  the  source 
materials  for  ancient  history;  a  classified  list  of  biographies  to  ac- 
company the  history  studies;  numerous  devices,  outlines,  chronologies, 
instructions,  etc.,  helpful  to  the  teacher.  Besides  the  above  there  are 
pedagogical  studies  given  by  lectures  and  readings  from  the  best 
authorities  on  the  subject.  The  plan  throughout  is  to  equip  a  teacher 
thoroughly  to  teach  Ancient  history  in  the  high  school. 

History  IV,  V,  VI.  English  and  Continental  History.  Three  quar- 
ters. Four  hours  each  quarter.  The  general  purpose  and  method  of 
this  course  are  the  same  as  that  of  Ancient  history.  Since  American 
institutions  and  culture  are  based  directly  upon  those  of  England, 
English  history  is  made  the  core  of  this  course.  Those  parts  of  Con- 
tinental history  are  included  that  are  essential  to  an  understanding 
of  English  history  or  that  have  otherwise  influenced  American  history. 

History,  VII,  VIM,  IV.  American  History.  Three  quarters.  Five 
hours  each  quarter.  This  course  follows  the  same  general  purpose  and 
method  as  that  of  Ancient  history.  The  last  quarter  dwells  especially 
on  our  complicated  problems  of  the  present.  The  course  Is  a  unit, 
each   succeeding  quarter  is   built   on   what  preceded. 

History  X.  History  for  Grades  I  to  V.  First  quarter.  Five  hours. 
An  attempt  is  made  to  show  each  grade  what  to  teach,  how  to  teach 
it,  why,  and  the  best  materials  to  use  for  each. 

History  XI.  History  for  Grades  VI  to  VIII,  or  for  the  Junior 
High  School,  as  used  in  some  cities.  Second  quarter.  Five  hours.  The 
plan   is  the   same  as  that  for  History  X. 

History  XII.  Contemporary  History.  First  quarter.  Five  hours. 
This  course  aims  to  explain  what  the  present  world  situation  is,  how 
it  came  about,  the  evolution  of  present  peoples,  governments,  ideas 
and   conditions. 

History  XIII.  Nebraska  History.  Third  quarter.  Two  hours.  Many 
public  schools  are  now  giving  instruction  in  Nebraska  history.  Every 
school  in  Nebraska  ought  to  do  so.  This  course  is  planned  to  give  in- 
struction in  the  subject  matter,  text-books,   materials,  and  methods. 
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History  XIV.  History  Methods.  Third  quarter.  Three  hours.  This 
course  is  intended  for  those  specializing  in  history  and  those  who  will 
have  more  or  less  to  do  with  planning  courses,  selecting  text-books 
and  library  materials,  and  supervising  teachers  of  history.  A  thoro 
study  is  made  of  the  purpose  and  nature  of  history,  the  character  of 
the  historical  method,  the  nature  of  historical  materials,  and  the 
various  so-called  methods  of  studying  and  teaching  history.  The 
course  is  open  to  those  who  have  had  one  or  more  of  the  above  college 
courses  in  history. 

Economics.  t  Second  quarter.  Five  hours.  There  is  made  a  labora- 
tory study  of  the  economic  life  about  us,  a  study  of  the  economic 
theories  and  problems,  and  a  study  of  commerce  from  the  economic 
standpoint.  Much  collateral  reading  is  required.  This  subject  is  in  one 
way  the  climax  of  the  work  in  this  department.  No  one  who  expects 
to  teach  history  in  the  high  school  should  fail  to  take  it. 

Community  Civics.  Third  quarter.  Five  hours.  There  is  a  wide- 
spread demand  for  our  schools  to  teach  the  fundamentals  for  real 
citizenship  and  to  give  some  training  of  a  practical  sort  at  the  same 
time.  This  course  contemplates  preparing  teachers  to  fill  this  demand 
and   to   teach   the   subject   in   all   the   grades   and   the   high   school. 

Bible  Study  I.  First  quarter.  Two  hours.  The  New  Testament  is 
used  as  a  text.  The  course  includes  a  general  view  of  the  books  of 
the  New  Testament  and  a  careful  study  of  the  first  part  of  the  Book 
of  Acts.  The  purpose  is  to  show  how  to  study  the  New  Testament 
and   to  give   the  historical  setting  of  the  times. 

Bible  Study  II.  Second  quarter.  Two  hours.  The  study  of  Acts  is 
completed  and  an  introduction  to  a  study  of  the  Letters  is  given.  The 
purpose  is  the  same  as   in  I.

Sand  and  machine  sewing,  with  emphasis  placed  upon  construct- 
ive processes  in  simple  garment  making.  Commercial  patterns  are 
us.,].  Class  discussion  of  kinds  of  material,  cost,  suitability  of  garment 
to   the    nerd,   care   and    repair  of  clothing,   budgets. 

Course  offered  1st  and  3rd  quarters  and  summer  term.  3  secondary 
hours  credit.   (1  1-2  points). 

Home   Economics   b.     Domestic  Science  for  Rural   School  Teachers. 

Foodstuffs  are  studied  in  class  discussion  and  in  laboratory.  Serv- 
simple  meals,  school  lunch,  hot  lunch  in  the  rural  school,  and 
cooking  in  the  rural  school.  Also  the  subjects  of  sanitation  of  the  home, 
laundry,   etc.,  are  included  in  the  course. 

Course  offered  2nd  and  3rd  quarters  and  summer  term.  3  second- 
ary hours  credit    (1-2   point). 

Home    Economics  c   and   d.     Housekeeper's   Course. 

A  practical  course  in  cookery  and  is  for  those  people  who  wish 
to  learn  the  art  without  particular  regard  for  the  theory.  The  time 
is  practically  all  spent  in  the  laboratory  with  just  enough  discussion 
to  enable   the   class  to  understand   the  processes   being  worked   upon. 

Courses  offered   1st  and  2nd  quarters.   2   secondary  hours   credit. 

Home    Economics    I.     Clothing   Study. 

A  review  of  hand  sewing-  is  followed  by  making  of  bungalow 
apron,  using  the  machine.  Stitchery  is  emphasized  in  this  course.  A 
blouse  is  made  and  decorated  with  any  ornamental  stitch,  popular  at 
the  time.  Class  discussion  of  care  and  repair  of  clothing  planning  the 
wardrobe,  budgets,  history  of  spinning  and  weaving.  Text.  "Clothing 
for    Women,"   Baldt. 

Offered   1st  and   2nd   quarter  and   summer  term.    2   College   hrs.    Cr. 

Home    Economics    II.     Continuation    of   I. 

Use  of  machine  attachments.  Drafting  is  begun  and  a  kimona, 
nightgown  and  bloomers  are  made  from  drafted  patterns.  Cotton  its 
production  and  manufacture  are  studied.  Text.  "Clothing  for  Women," 
Baldt. 

Offered    2nd   and   3rd   quarters   and   summer  term.    2    College   hrs.    Cr. 

Home   Economics   III.     A  continuation  of  Course   II. 

Drafting  continued.  A  princess  slip,  cotton  dress  and  a  middy 
blouse  are  made  from  drafted  patterns.  A  study  of  linen  is  made. 
Design  should  parallel  these  courses.  Text,  "Clothing  for  Women," 
Baldt. 

Offered   3rd   quarter  and   summer  term.   2   hours   credit. 

Home    Economics    IV.     Elementary   Dressmaking. 

A  continuation  of  first  year's  work.  A  dress  form  is  made.  Draft- 
ing on  flat  paper  and  form  are  emphasized.  A  woolen  dress  is  made 
using  the   form   Woo]   is  the  fibre  studied. 

Offered   1st  quarter  and  summer  term.   3  hours  credit. 

Home    Economics    V.     Advanced   Dressmaking. 

A  silk  dress  and  a  spring  suit  are  made  with  emphasis  placed  on 
finishing   processes.    Silk   is   studied. 

Offered   2nd   quarter  and   summer  term.   3   hours  credit. 
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Home    Economics    VI.     Millinery. 

Various  kinds  of  hats  with  both  skeleton  and  solid  foundations. 
Renovation  of  materials  ribbon  trimmings  and  altering  of  commercial 
frames.  Design  of  hats.  Characteristics  suitable  to  the  individual  are 
discussed. 

Offered  1st  and  3rd  quarters  and  summer  term.   3  hours  credit. 

Home    Economics    VII.     Textiles. 

A  study  of  the  textile  fibres,  physical,  chemical  and  miscroscopic 
is  made.  Materials  are  studied  as  to  durability,  cost  and  manufacture. 
Budgets  are  made  to  suit  the  student's  own  circumstances.  Hygiene 
of   clothing   is   also   included. 

Offered    1st   quarter.    3  hours   credi.t. 

Home    Economics   X,  XI,   XII.     Food   Study. 

The  prerequisite  to  this  course  is  one  year  of  general  chemistry. 
All  classes  of  foods  are  studied  in  detail  as  to  composition,  pro- 
duction and  manufacture,  nutrition,  cookery,  relative  cost  and  value 
to  the  body.  Experiments  are  performed  in  the  laboratory  which  de- 
monstrate the  composition  had  the  physical  and  chemical  properties 
of  each  type  of  food,  and  a  practical  amount  of  dietetic  work  is 
carried  on  in  connection.  An  attractive  feature  of  the  course  is  the 
planning  and  service  of  various  types  of  meals  at  a  determined  cost. 

2  hours   class    discussion,    6    hours    laboratory   per   week. 

Course  offered  1st  and  2nd  quarters  and  summer  term.  5  hours 
credit  for   each   quarter. 

Home    Economics    XML     Household    Sanitation. 

Problems  are  undertaken  which  deal  with  construction,  heating, 
lighting,   plumbing,   ventilation   and  sanitation  of  the   house  in  general. 

3  hours  recitation   per  week.   3   hours   credit. 
Course   offered   1st   quarter   and   summer  term. 

Home    Economics    XIV    and    XV.      Household   Management. 

This  course  deals  with  actual  problems  of  the  ordinary  housewife 
in  her  every  day  life.  Her  duties  are  discussed  and  systematized.  The 
work  covers  budgeting,  marketing,  laundry  work,  household  fur- 
nishings   and    decorations,    child    care,    meals    for    the    family,    etc. 

Offered  2nd  and  3rd  quarters.  2  hours  recitation  and  2  hours  labor- 
atory each  week.    3   hours   credit   each   quarter. 

Home    Economics   XVI.     College  Dietetics. 

A  study  of  food  requirements  for  persons  of  various  ages  under 
varying  conditions,  etc.  The  making  of  dietaries  which  are  later  re- 
produced in  the  laboratory.  Chemistry  and  College  Foods  Course  pre- 
requisite. 

3  hours  recitation  and  4  hours  laboratory  each  week.   5  hrs.  credit. 
Home    Economics    XVII.     Cookery    for    Sick    and    Convalescent. 
This  is  a  laboratory  course  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  work 

in  First  Aid.  It  deals  with  the  study  and  preparation  and  attractive 
service  of  food  in  liquid,  soft,  or  solid  form  to  sick  or  convalescing 
persons.  The  course  in  First  Aid  must  either  precede  or  parallel  this 
course. 

4  hours   laboratory  per  week.   2   hours  credit. 

Home    Economics    XX.     Methods    in    Teaching    Home    Economics. 

This  course  covers  subject  matter  and  methods  of  presenting  it  in 
both  elementary  and  secondary  schools.  Some  time  Is  spent  in  ob- 
lation and  In  practice.  First  year  Clothing  and  first  year  of  Koods 
arc  prerequisite  to  this  course.

SPECIAL    PROFESSIONAL    COURSES 

Vocational  Education.  A  study  of  the  vocational  movement;  its 
development  and  place  in  modern  scheme  of  universal  education.  An 
important  part  of  this  course  is  the  consideration  of  the  State  and 
Federal   Plan   for  Vocational    Education. 

Three   hours   recitation,   three   hours   credit. 

First   quarter  and   summer   school. 

Industrial  Education.  This  is  a  continuation  of  the  course  in 
Vocational  Education,  laying  special  emphasis  on  Industrial  Education. 

Three   hours   recitation,   three   hours   credit. 

Third    quarter. 

Vocational  Guidance.  This  course  deals  with  the  development  of 
Vocational  Guidance  movements,  its  analysis,  and  application  in  some 
of  our  larger  cities.  The  importance  of  guidance  through  educational 
guidance  and  vocational  counselling,  the  problem  of  employment  and 
a  program   for  guidance   are   carefully   considered    in    this   course. 

Three  hours   recitation,   three   hours   credit. 

Second  quarter  and   summer   school. 

ORGANIZATION   AND    METHODS   OF  TEACHING. 

Industrial  Subjects.  A  course  in  organization  and  methods  of 
teaching  the  industrial  subjects  based  on  psychology.  Lesson  plans 
and  presentation  of  material  will  be  carefully  considered.  The  aim  is 
to  produce  efficient  teachers  in  industrial  subjects  by  careful  and 
feffective  presentation  of  teaching  material.  This  course  is  not  entirely 
for  shop  teachers.  It  is  also  for  superintendents  and  principals  who 
wish   some  criterion   by  which  to  measure  their  shop  instruction. 

Pour  hours   recitation,   four  hours   credit. 

Third  quartet  and  summer  school. 

WOOD    WORKING    COURSES. 
The   courses   in    Wood    work  are   arranged   with   the   object   in   view 
of  presenting  each  quarter  certain  processes  and  types  of  construction. 
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While  the  processes  brought  out  in  each  course  are  established,  the 
projects  arc  largely  optional.  In  each  course  the  method  of  presenting 
the  work  to  students  is  studied.  Types  of  wood  finishing  suitable  to 
the    projects   constructed   are   presented. 

Wood  Work  I.  This  course  is  designed  for  teachers  or  students 
who  have  had  no  previous  systematic  training  in  the  subject.  The 
principal  laying  out  and  cutting  tools,  together  with  their  care  and 
function,  are  carefully  set  forth.  A  number  of  the  projects  in  this 
course   arc   suitable   for  presentation   in   the   common   school   grades. 

Recitation   two   hours.   Laboratory   six   hours,    four   hours   credit. 

Each    quarter   and    summer    school. 

Wood  Work  II.  Box  and  chest  construction  is  stressed  in  this 
course.  The  joints,  construction  and  methods  of  assembling  as  com- 
monly used  in  cedar  chests,  tool  boxes,  trunks,  silver  ware  chests,  etc. 
are  brought   out. 

Recitation   two   hours,    Laboratory   six   hours,   four   hours    credit. 

Second  quarter  and  summer  school. 

Wood  Work  III.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  processes 
of  laying  out  and  executing  with  hand  tools  the  most  common  joints 
used  in  wood  construction.  This  is  an  advanced  course  in  hand  join- 
ery, taking  up  those  joints  that  have  been  omitted  in  the  elementary 
courses.  These  joints  are  applied  in  projects  which  may  be  presented 
in  the  Junior  High  School  or  Elementary  Secondary  work.  Projects 
include  various  types  of  stools  and  tables. 

Recitation    two   hours.    Laboratory   six   hours,    four   hours   credit. 

Third  quarter. 

Wood  Work  IV.  The  study  of  the  uses  of  wood  working  machin- 
ery, their  care  and  operation:  accident  prevention  by  correct  methods 
of  operation  is  carefully  brought  out.  Emphasis  is  given  to  accuracy 
in  the  work  produced.  The  laboratory  work  in  this  course  consists  in 
making  of  projects  in  quantities.  In  this  type  of  production  the  student 
works  with  one  machine  and  one  process  until  he  has  mastered  to  a 
certain  extent  the  principles  involved.  The  work  of  each  student  is 
changed  from  time  to  time  so  that  during  the  course  he  has  consider- 
able experience  with  each  of  the  wood  working  machines.  Projects 
include   various   types    of    cabinet    construction. 

Recitation    two   hours.   Laboratory   six   hours,   four   hours   credit. 

First   quarter  and   summer   school. 

Wood  Work  V.  This  is  a  laboratory  course  in  advanced  machine 
wood  work.  Projects  include  various  types  of  stool  and  rocking  chairs. 
Methods    of   caning   and   upholstering   are    brought    out. 

Laboratory  ten  hours,  preparation  two  hours,  four  hours  credit 
ond   quarter. 

Wood  Work  VI.  Elective.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Wood 
Work   IV,   taking  up   more   elaborate   pieces  of  cabinet   construction. 

Laboratory    ten    hours,    preparation    two    hours,    four    hours    credit 

Third  quarter. 

Care  and  Management.  Prerequisite.  Wood  Work  I  and  II.  This 
course  is  designed  to  give  the  students  a  thorough  training  in  the  in- 
stallation and  maintenance  of  shop  equipment;  care  and  adjusting  of 
wood    working   machines    and    hand    tools,    saw   filing. 

Six   hours   Laboratory,   three   hours  preparation,   three  hours   credit. 

Third   quarter   and    summer   quarter. 
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Carpentry.  This  is  a  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  involved 
in  the  construction  of  wood  frame  buildings,  and  when  possible  the 
construction  of  a  complete  building  is  accomplished. 

Laboratory  twenty  hours,  preparation  four  hours,  credit  eight 
hours. 

Third  quarter. 

Wood  Turning. — Prerequisite,  Wood  Work  I  and  II.  How  to  operate 
and  care  for  the  lathe.  Training  is  given  in  the  use  of  the  lathe  tools 
used  in  spindle  and  face  plate  turning.  Methods  of  finishing  are 
studied. 

Ten   hours  Laboratory,   two   hours   preparation,    four   hours    credit. 

Each  quarter  and  summer  school. 

Forging  I.  A  practical  course  in  farm  blacksmithing  including  re- 
pairing farm  machinery,  welding,  tempering  and  the  sharpening  of 
tools. 

Ten  hours  Laboratory,  two  hours  preparation,   four   hours  credit. 

Second   quarter. 

Concrete  and  Cement  Work.  A  study  of  various  uses  of  concrete 
and  cement  on  the  modern  farm  and  the  construction  of  typical 
projects. 

Ten   hours   Laboratory,    two   hours   preparation,   four   hours   credit. 

Third  quarter. 

MECHANICAL    DRAWING. 

The  mechanical  drawing  courses  are  given  to  meet  the  demands 
of  industrial  teachers  to  fit  into  the  modern  educational  scheme  of 
our  public  schools.  The  presentation  of  material  and  discussion  of 
problems  fulfill  the  needs  of  teachers  in  mechanical,  machine,  and 
architectural  drawing  for  high  schools.  Those  who  major  in  drawing 
should  take  both  machine  and  architectural  drawing  since  the  demand 
for  teachers  of  both  kinds  of  drawing  is  frequent.  Since  the  aim  of 
secondary  schools  is  to  prepare  pupils  for  life  as  well  as  for  college, 
the  courses  in  drawing  are  also  organized  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
industries  for  draftsmen.  Tracing  and  blue  printing  are  required  in  all 
mechanical  drawing  courses. 

Mechanical  Drawing  I.  This  is  a  beginning  course  in  drawing, 
stressing  instrumental  practice,  lettering,  geometrical  constructions, 
projection,  revolution,  development  and  simple  working  drawings.  The 
technique  of  drafting  is  strongly  emphasized.  Methods  of  organizing 
high  school  courses  in  beginning  drawing  are  taken  up.  Theory  work 
is  presented  in  similar  manner  to  the  instruction  that  might  be  given 
in  public  schools;  that  is  motivating  the  work  by  applying  theory  in 
practical  problems.  Methods  of  teaching  is  part  of  this  work. 

Ten  hours  Laboratory,  two  hours  preparation,   four  hours  credit. 

Each  quarter  and  summer  school. 

Mechanical  Drawing  II.  Prerequisite,  Mechanical  Drawing  I  or 
equivalent.  Prespective  sketching,  isometric  and  cabinet  drawing,  pro- 
jection, revolution,  intersection  and  development  will  be  given  in 
this  course. 

Ten    hours    laboratory,    two    hours    preparation,    four    hours    credit. 

Bach    quarter   and    summer    school. 

Machine  Drawing  I.  Prerequisite,  Mechanical  Drawing  I.  As  in  all 
drawing  courses,  the  technique  of  drafting  is  highly  stressed.  The  aim 
Of  Mx-  course  is  to  teach  the  reading  und  making  of  complete  draw- 
ings  of   simple    machines.    Shop   sketching   is  a   very   important   part  of 
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this  work.  Analysis  of  projects  and  presentation  is  given  special 
thought  Application  of  conventional  standards  and  methods  of  the 
larger  Industries  is  required.  French's  Engineering  Drawing  is  the 
standard    text    used    in    this    course. 

Ten  hours  Laboratory,  two  hours  preparation,  four  hours  credit. 

Each    quarter   and    summer   school. 

Machine  Drawing  II.  This  is  an  advanced  course  in  Machine 
Drawing.    The    work    includes    gearing,    cams,    and    crank    motion.      In 

Ing,  the  involute  system  is  used  and  the  cycloidal  system  is 
touched  upon. 

Ten   hours  Laboratory,   two  hours  preparation,  four  hours   credit. 

Each  quarter  and   summer  school. 

Machine  Drawing  III.  This  course  includes  the  complete  details 
and  assembly  of  some  machine  which  will  require  a  comprehensive 
application    and    review   of    the   work   in    courses    I   and    II. 

Ten  hours  Laboratory,   two  hours   preparation,  four  hours   credit. 

Each   quarter  and  summer   school. 

Architectural  Drawing  I.  Prerequisite  Mechanical  Drawing  I. 
This  work  begins  with  the  drawing  of  simple  architectural  details 
and  development  into  the  more  difficult  details  of  house  construction. 
A  study  is  made  of  architectural  lettering.  Lectures  are  given  and  re- 
ference work  is  done  in  the  latter  part  of  the  course  preparatory  to 
planning  and  designing  a  house.  A  careful  study  is  made  of  locating, 
building  and  financing  the  house.  This  is  the  type  of  information  that 
any  man  or  woman  should  know. 

Ten  hours  Laboratory,   two  hours  preparation,  four  hours   credit. 

Each    quarter   and    summer    school. 

Architectural  Drawing  II.  Prerequisite,  Architectural  Drawing  I. 
Designing  and  drawing  of  a  complete  set  of  plans  and  details  for  a 
modern  house,  including  specifications,  is  the  work  included  in  this 
course.  It  is  a  continuation  of  Course  I  and  includes  lectures  and 
reference  work  not  given   in  that  course. 

Ten  hours  Laboratory,  two  hours  preparation,  four  hours  credit. 

Each  quarter  and  summer  school. 

Architectural  Drawing  III.  Elective.  This  course  includes  com- 
plete plans  and  details  of  brick  or  tile  construction  for  a  large  two 
story  home,  small  apartment  building  or  a  service  garage. 

Ten  hours  Laboratory,   two  hours  preparation,   four  hours   credit. 

Each   quarter  and   summer   school. 

SECONDARY  COURSES. 

Wood  Work  A.  This  course  is  intended  primarily  for  Rural 
Teachers  and  will  consist  of  elementary  Wood  Work,  taking  up  such 
projects  as  can  be  handled  in  a  rural  school. 

Recitation  two  hours.   Laboratory  six  hours,  four  hours  credit. 

Each   quarter  and   summer   school. 

Recitation   two   hours,   Laboratory   six   hours,    four   hours   credit. 

Third  quarter  and  summer  school. 

Wood    Work    B.    (Home    Mechanics).     Prerequisite,   Wood    Work    a. 

The   purpose  of   this   course   is   to   teach    home   repair,    furniture   repair, 

i 'finishing,  soldering,  simple  wiring,  glazing,  hanging  door  and  window 

replacing  wire  screen,  painting,  hanging  and   repairing  window 

shades,    curtain    rods,    picture   frames,    simple    plumbing. 
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Wood  Work.  (Home  Mechanics).  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
Wood  Work  b  placing  emphasis  upon  the  repairing  and  refinishing  of 
furniture. 

Recitation  two  hours.  Laboratory  six  hours,  four  hours  credit. 

Third   quarter  and  summer  school. 

NOTE:    The   three  quarters  work  completes   two   secondary   points. 

LATIN. 

Miss    Rundle. 
Secondary    Courses. 

Latin  a,  b  and  c.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  primarily  to  impart 
a  knowledge  of  these  elements  of  Latin  which  best  develop  the  power 
to  understand  and  translate  with  ease  Latin  of  average  difficulty.  The 
principles  common  to  both  English  and  Latin  receive  the  most  at- 
tention. While  every  effort  is  made  to  promote  a  richer  English 
vocabulary  through  word  analysis  and  derivation,  this  course  is 
especially  valuable  as  a  foundation  for  other  modern  language  study. 
Four  periods  per  week  throughout  the  year.    Two   points. 

Latin,  d,  e  and  f.  Caesar  Nepos.  Famulae  Faciles  and  Prose  Com- 
position. This  course  is  designed  for  students  who  have  studied  Latin 
one  year  and  for  those  who  wish  to  review  the  work  of  the  second 
year  in  high  school.  The  aim  is  to  enrich  the  student's  English 
vocabulary  and  to  secure  greater  fluency  and  polish  in  translation. 
Careful  drill  on  forms  and  a  constant  training  in  the  basic  syntax  of 
Latin  and  English  is  emphasized.  Four  periods  per  week  throughout 
the  year.   Two  points. 

COLLEGE  COURSE. 

The  following  courses  are  for  students  who  have  had  only  two 
years   of   high   school   Latin. 

1922-23. 

I.  Cicero  and  Sallust.  First  quarter.  A  course  in  politics  and 
personality.  The  Catiline  of  Sallust  will  be  read,  and  Cicero's  In 
Catilinam  I  and  IV.  One  hour  each  week  will  be  given  to  a  review  of 
grammar.   Five  hours   attendance. 

II.  Cicero,  Pro  Archias.  Second  quarter.  Delmperio  Cn.  Pompeio. 
Latin  Prose.  A  study  is  made  of  the  Roman  state  and  political  in- 
stitutions connected  with  the  historical  setting  of  these  orations. 
Every  effort  is  put  forth  to  develop  fluent  English  through  the  ap- 
preciation of  Roman  oratory  and  the  study  of  vivid  and  outstanding 
figures    of    speech.    Five    hours   attendance. 

III.  Cicero  and  Gellius.  Third  quarter.  Latin  Prose.  Stories  from 
the  Noctes  Atticae  of  Gellius  are  read  to  give  an  insight  into  the  life 
of  the  times;  Cicero's  letters  to  illustrate  not  only  ancient  Roman  life, 
but  Cicero's  own  ethical  and  political  principles,  in  brief,  to  familiar- 
ize the  student  with  the  period  in  whch  Caesar  and  Cicero  lived.  Five 
hours  attendance. 

The  following  courses  are  for  students  who  have  had  four  years 
of    High    School   Latin   or  one  of  the  above  courses. 

1922-23. 

IV.  V,  VI,  Horace.  Selections  from  the  Odes  and  Epodes,  Satires. 
and  Epistles.  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  special  study  of  the 
private    in,.    (,f   the   Romans    through   the   social   and   ethical   philosophy 
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of  Horace  and  his  revolution  of  ancient  life.  The  Satires,  as  a  dis- 
tinct  type  of  literature.  Rome's  contribution  to  the  world  of  Letters, 
will    receive   careful   attention. 

1923-24. 

I.  Ovid.  First  quarter.  Stories  from  the  Metamorphoses  of  Ovid 
will  be  read  as  an  introduction  to  Latin  poetry  and  mythology.  One 
hour  each  week  will  be  given  to  Latin  Grammar.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance. 

II.  Virgil,  Aeneid.  Second  quarter.  Latin  prosody.  The  Aeneid  is 
studied  more  as  a  piece  of  literature  than  as  a  Latin  text,  and  em- 
phasis is  directed  toward  the  appreciation  of  the  epic  as  one  of  the 
world's  greatest  poems  and  to  Virgil's  influence  on  his  own  times 
and  after  ages.  Scansion,  while  not  stressed,  is  developed  in  its  re- 
lationship to  English  verse  forms.  Five  hours  attendance. 

III.  Virgil  Aeneid.  Third  quarter.  Latin  prose.  Rapid  reading,  the 
treatment  of  myth,  legend,  and  philosophy  in  the  Aeneid,  are  discussed 
in  detail.  The  course  includes  a  topical  study  of  several  themes  con- 
nected with   the  Aeneid.   Five  hours  attendance. 

IV.  Cicero's  De  Amicitia  and  De  Senectute.  First  quarter.  Latin 
prose.  This  course  offers  an  opportunity  to  gain  not  only  a  clearer 
comprehension  of  the  principles  of  Latin  syntax,  but  real  understand- 
ing of  the  Latin  essay  as  a  literary  production.  The  study  of  ancient 
Roman  philosophy  as  it  deals  with  social  and  ethical  problems  is  of 
especial  value,  both  for  our  own  sake  and  for  its  effect  upon  modern 
thought.    Five   hours   attendance. 

V.  Livy.  Books  XXI  and  XXII.  Second  quarter.  Latin  Prose. 
Livy's  art,  as  a  historian,  his  dramatic  power,  his  skill  in  grouping 
events,  his  vividness  of  portrayal  and  his  power  of  word  painting  are 
the  chief  objects  of  study  leading  to  a  greater  fluency  and  polish  of 
translation.  Five  hours  attendance. 

VI.  Plautus  and  Terence.  Third  quarter.  Comedies.  A  study  of 
the  development  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  art  will  be  made  tracing  the 
influence  of  the  ancient  playwrights  upon  Shakespeare  and  the  modern 
stage.  Colloquial  phrasing  and  idioms,  both  in  Latin  and  English,  the 
origin  of  classic  slang,  etc.,  are  studied  in  detail.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance. 

1924-25. 

IV.  Tacitus.  First  quarter.  Agricola  and  Germania.  A  study  will 
be  made  of  the  political  and  social  conditions  of  the  times  as  well  as 
a  resume  of  the  Literature  of  the  Silver  Age  as  a  whole.  Latin  Prose. 
Five  hours  attendance. 

V.  Pliny  the  Younger.  Second  quarter.  Letters.  The  course  will 
present  opportunity  for  growth  in  reading  Latin,  both  at  sight  and 
through  polish  translation.  Especial  emphasis  wall  be  laid  on  the  life 
and  customs  in  Rome  under  the  early  Empire.  Latin  Prose.  Five  hours 
attendance. 

VI.  Rapid  Reading  Course.  Third  quarter.  Selections  for  Martiol, 
Juvenal,  Seneca,  Quintilian,  and  Sultonius  will  be  read,  not  only  to 
increase  the  students'  power  of  reading  Latin,  but  also  to  give  an 
added  insight  into  the  literature  of  the  Silver  Age.  Latin  Prose.  Five 
hours   attendance. 

VII.  Methods  in  First  Year  Latin.  First  quarter.  The  course  in- 
cludes  a    rapid    survey   of   the   work   of   the   first   year,    stressing   aims, 
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presentation  and  the  elimination  of  non-essentials,  as  well  as  a 
critical  examination  of  texts  commonly  used  in  Nebraska.  Five  hours 
attendance. 

VIM.  Methods  in  Second  Year  Latin.  Second  quarter.  Especial 
emphasis  is  given  here  to  the  essentials  of  the  work  of  the  second 
year;  content,  aims,  manner  of  presentation  are  combined  with  a 
critical  examination  of  texts.  A  background  of  Roman  politics  and 
history  forms  the  basis  of  this  course,  supplemented  by  a  thorough 
review    in    prose    composition.    Five    hours    attendance. 

IX.  Methods  in  Teaching  Latin.  Third  quarter.  A  special  course 
in  Roman  history,  law,  politics,  prosody  and  mythology  such  as  will 
enrich  the  content  of  any  Latin  course.  Especial  attention  is  given 
to  those  topics  which  affect  most  closely  present  day  tendencies  in  life 
and  literature.  Five  hours  attendance. 

NOTE:  Latin  VII,  VIII,  IX.  College  credit  3  or  5,  five  hours  at- 
tendance in  either  case. 

X.  Latin  Prose  Composition.  A  course  for  advanced  students. 
Designed  to  cover  thorough  review  of  the  material  ordinarily  included 
in  the   high   school  work  in   prose   composition.   Five   hours   attendance. 

MATHEMATICS. 

Mr.   Pate. 
Miss   Hanthorn. 

SECONDARY   COURSES. 

Algebra  a.  Algebra  notation,  the  fundamental  operations,  and 
simple  equations. 

Algebra  b.  Factoring,  highest  common  factor,  lowest  common 
factor,  lowest  multiple,  fractions  and  simple  equations  in  one  variable. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  application  of  algebraic  processes,  to  the 
solution    of   concrete    problems. 

Algebra  c.  Simultaneous  equations  of  the  first  degree,  involution 
and  evolution,  theory  of  exponents,  radicals,  and  complex  numbers. 
Graphical  work  is  introduced  as  an  aid  in   interpretation. 

Geometry  a.  Plane  Geometry.  Original  work  is  encouraged  and 
much  attention  is  given  practical  applications  and  numerous  exercises. 
The  student  is  expected  to  acquire  a  habit  of  independent  and  accur- 
ate  reasoning. 

Geometry    b.     Plane   Geometry   continued. 

Geometry  c.     Plane  Geometry  continued,  completing  the  subject. 

Rural  Arithmetic  a  and  b.  A  systematic  review  of  the  important 
parts  of  arithmetic,  including  a  thorough  drill  in  fractions,  denominate 
numbers,  various  forms  of  percentage,  and  some  mensuration.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  application  of  principles  to  farm  problems.  Re- 
commended  especially  to   students   taking  the   Rural   Teachers'   Course. 

Commercial  Arithmetic  a  and  b.  Gives  a  comprehensive  study 
including  rapid  calculation,  short  methods,  mental  drills,  ready  figur- 
ing of  practical  problems  such  as  the  student  will  find  in  every  day 
commercial  work.  Us  aim  is  accuracy  and  rapidity  in  the  manipula- 
tion  of   figures. 
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COLLEGE  COURSES. 

Mathematics  I,  A  and  B.  College  Algebra.  This  course  begins 
where  high  school  course  ends,  especial  stress  being  laid  upon  topics 
most  needed  in  the  mathematical  courses  to  follow.  A  three  hour 
course   throughout   two   quarters.    Six  hours   attendance. 

Mathematics  II.  College  Algebra.  On  account  of  the  difference 
in  the  preparation  of  students  entering,  the  course  begins  with  a 
review  of  surds,  complex  numbers,  theory  of  exponents,  and  quadratic 
tiiiuitions.  A  study  is  made  of  determinants  and  their  application  to 
sets  of  linear  equations,  a  fui'ther  study  of  theory  of  equation,  etc. 
Emphasis  upon  algebraic  principles  required  in  subsequent  mathe- 
matical  studies.   Given   each  quarter.    Five   hours   attendance. 

Mathematics  III,  A  and  B.  Solid  Geometry.  The  usual  course  in 
solid  Geometry,  with  much  attention  to  the  application  of  its  princi- 
ples to  mensuration.  Second  quarter,  four  hours;  third  quarter,  two 
hours.    Six    hours   attendance. 

Mathematics  IV.  Analytical  Geometry.  The  aim  of  this  work  is 
to  familiarize  students  with  analytical  methods  of  investigation.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  use  of  algebraic  processes  as  a  means  of 
demonstrating  geometrical  properties  of  loci.  First  quarter,  five  hours; 
second  quarter,  three  hours. 

Mathematics  V.  Trigonometry.  This  work  embraces  the  definitions 
and  properties  of  the  trigonometric  formulas,  the  solution  of  plain 
triangles,  and  various  practical  applications.  Given  first  and  second 
quarters.   Five   hours   attendance. 

Mathematics  VI.  Calculus.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. 
Second  quarter,   two  hours;    third  quarter,   five  hours. 

Mathematics  VII.  Methods,  practicum.  Seniors  and  all  others  who 
expect  to  teach  mathematics  may  enter  this  class.  It  deals  with  the 
pedagogy  of  mathematics,  arithmetic,  algebra  and  geometry.  Second 
quarter.   Three  hours  attendance. 

Mathematics  VI I L  Teaching  and  Supervision  of  Arithmetic.  This 
course  includes  a  review  of  the  various  topics  of  arithmetic  with  dis- 
cussions and  plans  for  the  presentation  of  appropriate  matter  in  var- 
ious grades.  Much  emphasis  is  placed  on  oral  arithmetic.  Each  student 
writes  a  thesis  on  a  topic  of  interest  to  him.  First  and  third  quarters. 
Three   hours   attendance. 

Mathematics  IX.  Advanced  Algebra.  Prerequisite,  Mathematics  II. 
Three   hours   attendance.

Miss  Hosic. 

French.  The  courses  offered  are  planned  to  give  the  student  a 
working  knowledge  of  French,  a  reading  knowledge  for  cultural, 
scientific,  and  graduate  purposes,  and  so  far  as  possible  in  the  time 
given  to  the  subject,  a  hearing,  speaking,  and  writing  knowledge  for 
teaching  and  commercial  purposes.  To  realize  these  aims  the  direct 
method  is  used,  careful,  thorough  drill  in  pronunciation  based  upon 
the  International  Phonetic  Alphabet  to  insure  an  accurate  and  stand- 
ardized pronunciation,  reading  material  which  serves  as  a  basis  for 
the  acquisition  of  a  working  vocabulary,  much  grammar,  drill  and 
constant  oral  and  written  composition,  the  maximum  time  being  given 
to  oral  composition.  So  far  as  practicable  French  is  the  language  of 
the   class   room.

Chemistry  and  Physics  enter  into  modern  life  in  a  multitude  of 
ways.  Knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  these  sciences  has 
an  important  place  in  a  liberal  education. 

The  department  has  the  facilities  to  prepare  teachers  of  science 
for  secondary  schools  as  well  as  furnish  the  training  necessary  for 
advanced  work. 

The  demand  for  qualified  science  teachers  is  far  beyond  the  sup- 
ply. Candidates  should  elect  courses  along  both  lines.

The  study  of  a  few  elements  is 
made  and  this  becomes  the  basis  for  the  development  of  the  funda- 
mental laws  and  principles  of  the  science.  The  practical  relations  of 
chemistry  are  emphasized.  Those  taking  this  course  should  plan  on  a 
work  in  the  subject.

Chemistry  II.  General  Inorganic.  A  study  of  the  more  impor- 
t.  in  metals.  Some  elementary  analysis  is  included.  Recitation  three 
days.  Laboratory  six  hours.   Five  hours  credit.  Third  quarter. 

Chemistry  IV.  Qualitative  Analysis.  A  study  of  the  chemistry 
of  tJi"  reactions  Involved  in  analysis  of  metals,  the  theory  of  solution 
and    principles   of  chemical    equilibrium    receive   due  attention.    Recita- 
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tlon  and  laboratory  arranged  to  meet  the  needs.  Prerequisites,  Courses 
I,   II  and  HI   or  equivalent.   Five  hours  credit.   First  quarter. 

Chemistry  V.  Quantitative  Analysis.  Gravimetric.  A  study  of 
typical  mrthods  for  determinations  of  acids  and  metals.  Prerequisite, 
Chemistry  IV.  Recitation  one  day.  Laboratory  six  to  twelve  hours. 
Credit   three   to   five   hours.    First   quarter. 

Chemistry  VI.  Quantitative  Analysis.  Volumetric.  Volumetric  de- 
terminations representing-  the  more  common  methods  employed  in 
analysis.  Prerequisite,  Chemistry  IV.  Recitation  and  laboratory  as  in 
V.   Credit  three  to  five  hours.   Second  quarter. 

Chemistry  VII.  Organic.  A  study  of  important  compounds  of  the 
aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  Prerequisite  I,  II  and  III.  Recitation  three 
days.   Laboratory  six  hours.   Credit   five   hours.    Second   quarter. 

Chemistry  VIM.  Organic.  Continuation  of  VII.  Recitation  and 
laboratory   same    as    in   VII.    Credit    five   hours.    Third    quarter. 

Science  Methods.  For  prospective  teachers  of  physical  science 
in  secondary  schools,  organization  of  courses,  equipment  and  lab- 
oratory control.  Prerequisite.  One  year  college  physics  or  chemistry. 
Recitation    two    days.    Credit    two    hours.    Third    quarter. 

Science  Practice.  For  teachers  of  Physics  and  Chemistry.  Science 
methods  must  accompany  this  course.  Observation  and  practice  in 
laboratory  and  class  control  and  direction.  Credit  two  hours.  Third 
quarter. 

Methods  in  General  Science.  A  course  for  teachers  in  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School.  The  course  presents  the  aims  of  general  science, 
the  organization  and  presentation.  Prerequisite.  One  year's  work  in 
college  physics  or  chemistry.  Credit  two  hours.   Third   quarter. 

Practice  in  General  Science.  The  course  in  Methods  must  ac- 
company. Observation  and  practice  in  the  Training  School.  Credit  one 
hour.  Third  quarter. 

RURAL   EDUCATION. 

SECONDARY   COURSES. 

a.  Rural  School  Management.  This  course  is  for  those  beginning 
the  study  of  rural  education.  A  study  is  made  of  the  aims,  organization 
and  management  of  the  rural  school  and  its  place  in  the  school  system. 
Four  hours  attendance.   Text,   "Wilkinson,   Rural   School   Management. 

b.  Principles  of  Teaching.  This  course  should  follow  course  a.  It 
is  an  elementary  study  of  the  principles  upon  which  good  teaching  is 
based,  with  special  reference  and  application  to  teaching  in  the  rural 
schools.  Four  hours  attendance.  Text  Strayer.  A  Brief  Course  in 
The  Teaching  Process. 

c.  Rural  School  Methods.  Observation  and  Practice.  Course  a  and 
b  are  prerequisites  to  this  course.  This  course  is  a  study  of  How  to 
teach  the  several  subjects  in  the  rural  curriculum.  Much  time  is  spent 
in  the  observation  of  classroom  teaching  by  experts,  and  of  actual 
practice  teaching  by  the  student  in  the  nearby  demonstration  schools. 
Text,  Kendall  and  Mirrick,  How  to  Teach  the  Fundamental  Subjects. 
Four  hours  attendance.  For  elementary  certificate  candidates  during 
their  second  year  and  first  year  people  of  the  advanced  course. 

d.  Open  Country  Recreation  and  School  Materials.  This  course 
consists  of  instruction  and  practice   in   how  to   teach   play  and   super- 
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vise  folk  games,  instructive  indoor  games  for  cold  and  stormy  days, 
games  for  the  playgrounds,  etc.  The  other  half  of  the  course  is  de- 
voted to  construction  work  suitable  for  the  primary,  intermediate  and 
upper  grades   in   a  rural  school.   Four   hours   attendance. 

e.  Rural  Community  Leadership.  This  course  consists  of  a  study 
of  the  problems  of  community  leadership  which  confront  every  rural 
teacher.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  importance  of  social  leader- 
ship and  community  center  work.  Four  hours  attendance.  Text,  Foght, 
The  Rural  Teacher  and  His  Work. 

COLLEGE  COURSES. 

I.  Rural  Sociology.  This  course  deals  with  the  application  of 
scientific  laws  of  sociology  to  rural  social  problems.  Much  laboratory 
work  is  done.  The  course  is  based  upon  Voght,  Introduction  to  Rural 
Sociology.  Four  hours  attendance. 

II.  Rural  School  Administration.  This  course  deals  with  admin- 
istration of  the  school  system  from  the  standpoint  of  the  state,  county 
and  local  district  in  the  United  States  and  in  Nebraska,  so  far  as  the 
rural  schools  are  concerned.  Junior  college  students  are  eligible.  Four 
hours   attendance. 

III.  Rural  School  Methods  and  Observation.  This  course  is  a  study 
of  how  to  teach  arithmetic,  reading,  spelling  and  language  in  the 
rural  curriculum.  At  the  close  of  the  term  the  student  does  the  actual 
teaching  under  the  observation  of  the  regular  demonstration  teacher. 
Four  hours  attendance.  For  Junior  College  and  2nd  year  Advanced 
Rural  course. 

IV.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  course  three,  except  that 
geography,  history  and  civics,  music  and  writing  are  emphasized. 
Four  hours  attendance. 


DISTINCTIVELY   SENIOR   COLLEGE   COURSES. 

V.  State    and    County    School    Administration. 

Four  hours  per  week.  Open  to  Senior  College  Students.  Prerequisite 
eight    hours    of    education.    Second    term. 

The  course  is  planned  for  the  preparation  of  county  superintend- 
ents and  rural  supervisors  also  village  and  town  supervising  prin- 
cipals. It  is  a  study  of  the  principles  underlying  an  efficient  state 
school  system,  the  application  to  the  present  and  future  needs  of 
Nebraska.  Discussions  will  include  state  and  county  educational  sur- 
veys; the  part  of  the  federal  government  in  public  education,  sources 
and  distribution  of  school  funds;  school  budgets;  selection,  prepar- 
ation, certification,  and  improvement  of  teachers;  school  libraries; 
building  program;  school  buildings  and  equipment;  consolidation,  com- 
pulsory attendance;    and  methods  of  estimating  teaching  efficiency. 

VI.  Rural  School  Supervision.  Four  hours  a  week,  first  term. 
Prerequisite,  eight  hours  of  education.  Senior  College  students  eligible. 

.  The  course  deals  with  the  methods  of  supervision,  the  criticism 
and  improvement  of  instruction,  and  the  standards  for  judging  the 
recitation;  ways  and  means  of  aiding  the  teachers  in  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  school,  playgrounds,  and  community  will  be  considered. 
The  differences  in  the  relation  of  the  supervisor  and  the  administrator 
to  the  schools  will  b'-  considered.  Effective  devices  used  by  the  super- 
visors will  be  discussed.  A  study  will  be  made  of  the  chief  difficulties 
of  rural  teachers  and  means  of  helping  them. 
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Opportunities  for  observation  and  criticism  of  the  different  phases 
of  tho  work  will  be  given  regularly  in  actual  rural  demonstration 
BChools.  Six  such  schools  art-  at  our  command,  four  one  room  schools, 
one  two  teacher  school,  and  one  village  school. 

VII.  The  Rural  Curriculum.  Open  to  Senior  College  Students. 
Prerequisite,   right   hours  education.  Four  hours  a  week,   third  term. 

This  course  considers  the  aims  of  rural  education,  the  subjects 
suitable  for  elementary  schools  in  order  to  fulfill  this  aim  and  the 
anization  of  such  schools  as  will  make  it  possible  for  the  limited 
number  of  teachers  to  carry  out  the  desired  curriculum.  Subjects  dis- 
cussed: Educational  occupation  for  pupils  not  reciting;  projects  for 
rural  pupils;  enriching  the  curriculum  by  elimination,  additions  and 
organizations;  the  minimum  essentials  of  the  curriculum;  music,  draw- 
ing and  industrial  arts  for  the  rural  schools;  and  how  best  fo  secure 
the  objectives  of  health  and  citizenship.  These  and  related  subjects 
constitute  the  course. 

RURAL   DEMONSTRATION    SCHOOLS. 

For  observation  and  practice  purposes,  there  are  six  rural  schools 
affiliated  with  the  Nebraska  State  Teachers  College  at  Kearney  in 
its  rural  education  work.  The  Glenwood,  a  one-teacher  all  modern 
rural  school;  Mack  and  Victor,  two  one-teacher  typical  rural  schools; 
Collins,  a  one-teacher  partially  modern  rural  school;  Newark,  a  new 
two-teacher  rural  project;  and  Riverdale  a  typical  rural  village 
school.  There  is  probably  no  where  in  the  country  another  such 
laboratory,  so  closely  supervised  and  intensively  studied  in  the  inter- 
est of  rural  teacher  training. 

KEARNEY    RURAL  CLUB. 

The  Kearney  Rural  Club  contributes  a  definite  part  to  the  work 
of  the  Department  of  Rural  Education.  It  is  a  voluntary  student  or- 
ganization to  which  all  students  in  the  Normal  School  may  belong. 
Students  in  rural  education  are  required  to  belong.  The  Club  fur- 
nishes excellent  training  in  community  leadership  and  supplements  the 
classroom  work  in  practically  all  courses  offered.  It  gives  practice  in 
planning  and  executing  programs  suitable  for  rural  communities  and 
helps  develop  individual  initiative.  Students  going  out  to  teach  find  the 
work  of  the  Club  valuable  to  them  in  their  community  work. 

REGULAR  RURAL  COURSE. 

(For    High   School    Graduates — College   Course). 

1.  To  enter  the  course  the  student  must  have  completed  a  stan- 
dard twelve  grade  school,  or  its  equivalent.  Candidates  completing  this 
course  receive  a  First  Grade  Rural  State  Certificate  good  for  three 
years,  and  after  three  years  successful  experience,  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  Professional  Rural  State  Certificate  good  for  life.  These  certificates 
are  good  in  rural,  village  and  town  schools  of  the   state. 

2.  The  time  required  to  complete  the  course  should  be  one  year. 
The  minimum  time  is  twenty-four  weeks. 

3.  This  course  in  no  way  interferes  with  Normal  School  Gradua- 
tion, but  instead  is  built  around  the  Normal  School  course  looking  to 
graduation. 

4.  If  the  candidate  has  secondary  credit  in  domestic  science  and 
manual  training  no  college  credit  is  required. 
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5.  The  biologic  science  should  be  some  subject  which  is  required 
for  Normal   School   graduation. 

6.  Rural  Club  membership  is  required  of  every  student  in  this 
course.

RURAL   TEACHER-TRAINING    COURSES. 

State   Normal   School,   Kearney,   Nebr. 

In  1917  the  Nebraska  Legislature  authorized  two  new  courses  in 
the  normal  school  for  the  training  of  teachers  for  rural  village  and 
town  schools,  and  authorized  the  Normal  School  Board  to  issue  certi- 
ficates for  the  same.  The  courses  follow.  See  Bulletin  for  complete  ex- 
planations and  regulations. 

ELEMENTARY   RURAL  COURSE. 

1.  To  enter  the  Elementary  Rural  Course  students  must  be  at 
least  sixteen  years  old  and  have  completed  the  eighth  grade,  or  its 
equivalent,  of  the  common  schools. 

2.  On  completion  of  this  course  an  Elementary  Rural  State  Certi- 
ficate good  for  three  years  in  any  rural  school  in  the  State,  is  issued, 
without  further  examination,  by  the   State  Normal   School. 

3.  County  Certificates  grade  of  80  per  cent  or  above  are  accepted 
in  civics,  physiology,  bookkeeping,  grammar,  composition  and  theory 
and   art. 

4.  Rural  Club  membership  is  required  of  every  student  in  thi?? 
Course.

THE  ADVANCED  RURAL  COURSE. 

1.  To  enter  the  Advanced  Rural  Course  the  student  must  have 
completed  the  Elementary  Course  or  the  tenth  grade  of  a  standard 
high  school,  or  its  equivalent.  Candidates  completing  this  course  re- 
ceive, without  further  examination,  a  First  Grade  Rural  State  Certi- 
ficate good  for  three  years,  and  after  three  years  successful  experience, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  Professional  Rural  State  Certificate  good  for  the 
These  certificates  are  good  in  the  rural,  village  and  town  schools  of 
the  State.  A  minimum  of  thirty  high  school  points  is  required  for 
graduation  in  this  course. 

2.  When  the  drills,  professional  courses,  manual  training  or  do- 
mestic science  are  taken  in  the  Elementary  Rural  Course  they  are  not 
required  in  the  Advanced  Rural  Course. 

3.  Students  wrho  have  completed  a  four-years'  high  school  course 
may  earn  the  Advanced  Rural  Certificate  by  completing  a  one  year 
elective    college    course.

JUNIOR  COLLEGE  COURSES. 

I.  Observation  and  Methods.  Credit  2  hours.  (Attendance  3  or  4 
hours. 

This  course  is  required  of  all  who  desire  a  diploma  in  the  courses 
for  high  school,  intermediate,  or  primary  grades.  It  is  primarily  a 
course  in  direct  contact  with  teaching,  involving  demonstrations  by 
the  supervising  teachers  and  discussion,  with  a  minimum  of  library 
work.  It  is  therefore  in  the  nature  of  a  laboratory  course  for  teachers. 
The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  opportunity  for 
contact  with  good  teaching  under  normal  school  room  conditions  and 
to  cause  him  to  think  about  the  how  as  well  as  the  what  of  teaching. 
This  course  is  prerequisite  to  practice  for  all  teachers  except  experi- 
enced teachers  from  the  field  who  can  give  evidence  of  successful  ex- 
perience. The  course  is  divided  into  three  sections  as  follows: 

A     High  School  Miss  O'Connell 

B     Intermediate    Grades Miss    Patton,    Miss    Pratt 

C     Primary   Miss    Scott,    Miss    Knutzen 

II.  Practice   Teaching.   Credit    5   hours   per  quarter.    Two    quarters. 
Each  student  working  for  the  two-year  diploma  is  required  to  take 

ten  quarter  hours  of  practice  teaching  in  the  Training  School  or  in 
affiliated  schools.  This  teaching  must  be  preceded  by  the  courses  in 
Theory  of  Education  and  Observation  and  Methods,  and  may  not  be 
taken  until  the  sophomore  year,  except  by  special  arrangement.  All 
sophomores  are  required  to  register  with  the  Director  of  Teacher 
Training  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  quarter.  Assignments  are  then 
made  for  teaching  in  the  first  and  second,  or  second  and  third  quar- 
ters. Mature  teachers  with  three  or  more  years  of  successful  ex- 
perience are  excused  from  one  quarter  of  practice  teaching  by  action 
of  the  State  Board,  if  their  work  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Teacher  Training. 

Students  registering  for  Practice  Teaching  should  not  plan  to 
take  extra  work.  Plan-writing  and  preparation  take  time.  The  Thurs- 
day 4:15  period  must  be  reserved  for  group  conferences  with  the 
critic  teacher. 

III.  Kindergarten    Technique.    Credit    3    hours. 

In  this  course,  educational  theories,  principles,  and  methods  of 
instruction  for  young  children  of  pre-school  age  are  the  basis  for 
study.  The  kindergarten  program  is  examined  and  discussed  and  a 
detailed  program  for  some  phase  of  kindergarten  or  primary  work  is 
worked  out  by  each  pupil.  Given  first  and  fourth  quarters. — Miss 
Knutzen. 

IV.  Materials,   or    Industrial   Arts.     Credit   3   hours. 

.  This  is  an  elective  course  for  primary  and  intermediate  grade 
teachers  which  takes  up  the  industrial  materials  used  in  connection 
with  elementary  school  instruction.  Problems  introducing  construction 
in  paper  and  wood,  clay  modeling,  reed  and  raffia  work,  book-binding, 
and  easy  practical  design  are  worked  out.  There  is  also  some  work 
correlating    with    seasonal    activities   and   with   geography   and   history. 
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■  d  one  quarter  during  the  year  and  In  the  summer  quarter. — Mis3 
Scotti   -Miss  Knutzen. 

V.  Plays   and    Games.     Credit   3   hours. 

The  course  in  plays  and  games  aims  to  make  the  prospective 
teacher  <>f  little  children  conscious  of  the  value  of  the  cultivation  and 
retention  of  the  play  spirit:  it  also  purposes  to  help  the  teacher  realize 
that  the  fundamental  instinct  of  the  child  to  play  may  be  used  for 
educational  purposes.  It  gives  an  outline  of  plays  and  games  for  ele- 
mentary schools.  The  prospective  teacher  is  taught  how  to  use  these 
plays  and  games  by  actual  participation  in  them  herself.  The  course 
is  given   the   third  and   fourth  quarters. — Miss   Knutzen. 

VI.  Silent    Reading.    Credit,    2    or   3    hours 

In  this  course  teachers  are  instructed  in  both  the  theory  and 
practice  of  silent  reading.  Readings  in  the  latest  books  on  the  subject 
are  made,  demonstrations  are  given,  and  thorough  discussions  of  the 
most  progressive  tendencies  follow.  These  who  enter  this  course  may 
expect  the  most  concrete  and  practical  help  on  problems  of  reading. 
Given    the    second   and    fourth    quarters. — Mr.    Yoakam. 

VII.  The    Project    Method    in    Primary    Teaching.    Credit,    3    hours. 
This    course   takes   up   problem-project    instruction    in    the    primary 

grades.  Outlines  for  projects  are  examined  and  practical  instructions 
for  working  them  out  are  given.  Projects,  carried  on  parallel  with 
this  course  in  the  Training  School,  are  available  for  observation  by 
the  class.  Given  second  and  fourth  quarters. — Miss   Scott. 

VIM.  The  Problem-Project  Method  in  Intermediate  Grades.  Credit, 
3    hours. 

This  course  takes  up  the  theory  of  the  problem  and  the  project 
methods  and  puts  this  theory  into  practice  by  showing  the  use  of 
the  method  in  geography,  history,  hygiene,  and  language.  The  dif- 
ference between  the  problem  and  the  project  is  brought  out.  Projects 
by  children  of  the  Training  School  are  available  for  observation.  The 
students  in  this  class  also  work  out  a  unit  project.  Given  during  the 
summer   quarter. 

SENIOR  COLLEGE  COURSE. 

These  courses  are  open  to  sophomores  of  experience  by  permission. 

IX.  The    Course    of    Study.    Credit,    4    hours. 

The  principles  of  curriculum  making  are  considered  in  this  course 
and  the  problem  of  the  elimination  of  useless  material  and  the  in- 
troduction of  materials  socially  valuable  is  taken  up.  The  courses  of 
study  in  various  elementary  subjects  are  reviewed  and  concrete  sug- 
gestions given  for  improving  them.  The  course  is  open  to  sophomores 
by  permission  of  the  instructor  but  is  primarily  a  senior  college  course 
for  principals,  superintendents  and  teachers  of  elementary  school 
grades.    Given   the    second   and   fourth    quarters. — Mr.    Yoakam. 

X.  School    Administration.     Credit,    4    hours. 

A  course  for  school  administrators  and  teachers.  The  aim  of  this 
course  is  two  fold:  (1)  to  give  prospective  administrators  an  under- 
standing of  the  problems  of  school  administration,  and  (2)  to 
bring  teachers  and  superintendents  closer  together  by  giving  them 
a  common  understanding  of  the  problems  of  running  a  school.  The 
course  is  divided  into  two  parts  as  follows:  A.  State  and  County 
Administration.  B.  Town  and  Village  School  Administration.  Both 
sections   are  given   during   the   summer  quarter.   Either   may   be   taken 
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without    the    other.      The    course    carries    5    hours    credit    during    the 
summer   quarter. — Mr.    Yoakam   and    Special    Instructors. 

XI.  School    Supervision.    Credit,    4    hours. 

A  course  for  school  principals,  teachers  and  superintendents.  This 
course  considers  the  supervisory  problems  of  the  school  superintendent. 
It  is  divided  into  two  parts  A.  and  B.  School  Supervision,  A.  takes  up 
the  nature  of  supervision,  the  sources  of  supervisory  authority,  and 
the  problems  of  the  management  of  the  personnel  of  supervision. 
School  Supervision  B.  takes  up  the  professional  or  technical  side  of 
supervision  as  it  deals  with  the  supervision  of  instruction  proper,  the 
introduction  and  maintaining  of  efficient  methods  of  instruction,  and 
the  use  of  scientific  methods  of  supervision.  Course  given  third  and 
fourth    quarters. — Mr.    Yoakam    and    Special    Instructors. 

XII.  High  School  Supervision.  Course  of  Study.  Credit  2  or  3 
hours. 

This  course  considers  the  movement  for  the  reorganization  of 
secondary  education.  The  seven  cardinal  principles  of  secondary  educa- 
tion are  examined  and  applied  to  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School 
Courses  of  study.  The  required  and  elective  subjects  of  the  Junior 
High  School,  and  the  required  and  elective  subjects  of  the  Senior 
High  School  are  considered  and  their  place  in  the  curriculum  defined. 
The  course  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  high  school  teachers, 
principals  and  superintendents.  Given  in  summer,  1922;  again  in  sum- 
mer,   1924,    or  when   called   for. — Mr.    Yoakam. 

XIII.  High  School  Supervision.  Improvement  of  Instruction.  Credit 
2   or   3   hours. 

This  course  takes  up  the  improvement  of  instruction  in  high 
school  as  it  affects  teacher,  principal,  superintendent  and  pupil.  An 
examination  of  the  latest  material  on  high  school  teaching  is  made 
and  problems  which  arise  in  connection  with  instruction,  or  method 
of  teaching  high  school  subjects,  as  distinct  from  the  material  of  in- 
struction  are   treated.
